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Historical Note 


The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary libraries of 
the Province of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the united Province of Canada (1841- 
1867). Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the Speaker (1867- 
1921), by the Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the Provincial Secretary (1964-1972), 
and by the Minister of Government Services (1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the Legislative 
Library became a division of the Office of the Assembly under the authority of the 
Speaker. On 1 September 1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 
3 September 1985, the title was changed to Executive Director by authority of the 
Speaker.

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The Goal of the Library 


The goal of the Legislative Library is to provide information, reference and research 
services to meet the needs of the Members of the Legislative Assembly, their staff and 
senior officers of the Assembly. The Library strives to achieve this goal by selecting, 
acquiring, cataloguing and servicing the appropriate books, periodicals, newspapers, 
government publications, reports, microforms, press clippings and other materials, and by 
accessing relevant computer databases in order to provide the information necessary for 


Members to carry out their legislative responsibilities in the most effective and efficient 


manner.

Introduction 


The 2nd Session of the 34th Parliament 
of Ontario began on 25 April 1989, 
continuing the Liberal majority 
government of Premier David Peterson. 
In summary, some of the highlights for 
the Legislative Library during the fiscal 
year 1989/90 were: 


= Conduct of a Library User Survey 
among Members of the Legislative 
Assembly which solicited opinions as 
to how services to them could be 
improved; 


m Use by all 130 Members of the 
Legislative Assembly of one or more 
of the Library’s principal client 
Services; 


m= Continued increase in the number 
of database searches and _ the 
addition of two database systems 
which brought the number of 
database systems and_ electronic 
gateways to 21; 


m Growing popularity of Toronto Press 
Today = Aujourd’hui dans la presse 
de Toronto and Provincial Press = 
Dans la_ presse provinciale which 
resulted in increased circulation; 


m Another significant increase in the 
number of research projects 
prepared for committees; 


m Acquisition by the Library of a CD- 
ROM player and of its first CD- 
ROM discs enabling it to utilize 
compact disc technology; 


) Reorganization of the Acquisitions 
Section which brought workflow in 
line with system requirements; 


a On-site visits by Library staff to 
ministry public information centres 
and communications branches 
which resulted in the identification 
and acquisition of additional titles 
for inclusion in the Monthly 
Checklist of Ontario Government 
Publications; 


w Further development of French 
language services. 


These and other developments are 
described in this report. 


Library User Survey 


Periodically, the Legislative Library 
surveys the extent to which it is meeting 
the information and research needs of 
Members of the Legislative Assembly. 
In May 1989, the Library undertook a 
User Survey of MPPs to solicit their 
views on ways and means of improving 
service to them and their staff. The 
Library received 87 replies, a response 
rate of nearly 70 percent. In general, the 
replies were gratifying to Library staff. 
Nearly all respondents expressed 
satisfaction with the principal client 
services provided by Information and 
Reference Services, the Press Clipping 
Service and the Legislative Research 
Service. In addition, several respondents 
made suggestions for improvements, some 
of which have already been acted upon; 
others await further study. 


At the end of March 1990, the Legislative 
Library carried out its annual check to 
determine how many Members had used, 
either in person or through their staff, 
one or more of its three principal client 
services during the year. Again, the 
results were reassuring to Library staff. 
Briefly, the findings were as follows: 


m= 130 Members (100 percent) used 
one or more of the three principal 
client services at least once during 
the year; 


m= 92 Members (70.8 percent) used all 
three services; 


= §$ 19 Members (14.6 percent) used two 
of the three services; 


m 19 Members (14.6 percent) used 
only one of the three services; 


The check also showed that: 


= 130 Members (100 percent) used 
information and reference services; 


m= 105 Members (80.8 percent) used 
research services; 


m= 98 Members (75.4 percent) used 
press clipping services. 


Other statistics of Library use may be 
found in this Annual Report and _ its 
appendices. 


Information and Reference Services 
The Information and Reference Services 


Branch responds to requests for 
information, issues current awareness 


publications and makes available books, 
periodicals and other materials to its 
primary clientele -- Members and their 
staff, caucus staff and staff of the Office 
of the Legislative Assembly -- as well as 
to other Library clientele. 


During 1989/90, reference requests were 
received from the offices of all 130 MPPs. 
Reference inquiries remained at the same 
level as the previous year, while 
computer-based reference — searches 
increased by 4.8 _ percent. Overall 
circulation statistics declined by 3.3 
percent; however, the circulation of 
audiotapes grew from 38 in 1988/89 to 
280 in 1989/90, an increase of 636.8 
percent. In mid-1989, the Library 
substantially increased its audiotape 
holdings of novels and self-help guides, 
and these have proved to be popular with 
several Members who enjoy listening to 
them en route to and from their 
constituencies. 


Interlibrary loans increased by 7.6 
percent. Requests for articles from the 
current awareness publications, Periodical 
Contents = Sommaires de_ périodiques, 
Periodical Selections = Sélection d’articles 
de péniodiques and Automation Alert = 
Actualité informatique, declined from the 
previous year’s highs by 3.6, 19.9 and 17.1 
percent respectively. 


At the beginning of the reporting year 
three significant developments provided 
focus for the Branch’s activities, namely, 
a decrease in reference inquiries from 
primary clientele during 1988/89 of 2.9 
percent compared to the previous year; 
the “Conducts solar tame escricsm al 
brainstorming/planning sessions among

staff; and analysis of the findings of the 
Library User Survey. 


Reference Inquiries 


A decline in reference inquiry statistics 
occurred for the second consecutive year. 
Although reference inquiries traditionally 
have been lower during periods of large 
majority governments, efforts were made 
to identify possible reasons for the drop 
and to assess services to determine 
whether there are ways to increase usage 
by primary clientele. To begin the 
assessment process, the first of several 
staff brainstorming sessions was held on 
23 "Marchvi1989.) hemihigh! leveliiay 
participation) in”) these meetings 
demonstrated the strong sense of staff 
commitment to clients and services and 
provided a very productive opportunity 
for team decision-making. During these 
sessions, staff members identified a broad 
range of issues to be addressed and 
agreed to focus on two major issues 
during 1989/90, namely, space utilization 
and marketing of Library services. 


Space Utilization 


For several years the Library has been 
grappling with problems of housing the 
overcrowded collection, particularly its 
rapidly expanding government 
publications collection. This growth 
necessitated the division of collections 
among several locations throughout the 
stacks which resulted in inefficiencies in 
shelving and retrieval of materials. 
Consensus was that, before proceeding 
with marketing of Library services, it was 
essential to reorganize the collection in 
order to enhance staff efficiency. A staff 


committee struck to identify issues and 
recommend solutions reported in June 
1989. 


The proposed plan was approved with 
minor revisions and the difficult process 
of implementation began in July. By 
September, with the capable assistance of 
summer students, virtually the entire stack 
collection had been reorganized and 
relocated. This reorganization has 
provided a two- to three-year solution to 
the collection storage problems; however, 
additional offsite storage will be needed 
to meet the longer-term requirements. 


On the recommendation of the Space 
Utilization Committee, a second 
committee was struck to assess the 
reference collection and recommend its 
more efficient arrangement on the book 
shelves. As a result of the committee’s 
work, the reference collection was 
rearranged in a more logical sequence 
and the number of locations reduced 
from 11 to five. 


Concurrent with the space utilization 
review, a team of two reference librarians 
began planning for the marketing of 
Library services. This review included an 
audit of services currently being offered 
by Information and Reference Services, 
exploration of what other libraries were 
doing and a review of the literature. 
During the winter, three focus groups 
began a more _ intensive review, 
respectively, of the Library’s current 
awareness publications, orientation tools 
and collection guides. It is expected that 
the recommendations of these committees 
will provide strategies to be implemented 
during 1990/91.

Library User. Survey 


The Library User Survey of MPPs, 
conducted in May 1989, provided valuable 
information on how Members use the 
Library’s services, other sources of 
information they use and insights into 
ways that services to them might be 
improved or expanded. In_ general, 
respondents expressed a high level of 
satisfaction with the quality, 
responsiveness and efficiency of reference 
services. More than half, however, 
indicated that they were using the Library 
less than twice a month. 


Among the reasons given for not using 
the Library more frequently were: a 
feeling of being overloaded’ with 
information, time constraints, the use of 
other sources such as government 
departments and personal contacts, and 
the distance between the Library and 
their offices. Fourteen respondents 
indicated that they were not aware of the 
range of services available. Follow-up 
interviews were held with Members who 
indicated that they would like to meet 
with Library staff. 


Sixty-one percent of respondents stated 
that their constituency offices used the 
Library rarely, attributable in part to the 
distance from Queen’s Park and lack of 
knowledge as to how the Library could 
be of assistance. These comments 
indicate a clear need for more proactive 
orientation of constituency staff by the 
Library and the need to inform them of 
the availability of Fax equipment in the 
Library for speedy transmission of the 
information they require. 


Communications and Computer Systems 


Last year, Information and Reference 
Services experienced a _ continually 
growing need for facsimile transmission 
equipment and, in May 1989, the Branch 
acquired a Fax machine. This machine 
has enabled the Library to obtain from 
other libraries material required for 
reference much faster and has greatly 
facilitated the transmission of documents 
to Members’ offices located outside the 
Legislative Precinct. 


In November 1989, Information and 
Reference Services moved from the Wang 
mainframe environment to a Wang LAN 
for word processing and electronic mail 
functions, and from Wang WPPlus 
software to WordPerfect software. These 
changes have allowed the Branch to 
acquire and take advantage of new 
software such as spreadsheet/graphics and 
desktop publishing, and to explore new 
applications for use in the preparation of 
indexes and current awareness 
publications. 


The Library’s commercial databases were 
expanded by the addition of Profile, a 
news database covering European and 
British newspapers, and Canadian 
Education Index. In addition, a CD-ROM 
player and two CD-ROM products were 
acquired. The availability of CD-ROM 
discs is expected to result in lower 
searching costs for heavily used databases 
and will also provide database training 
tools for staff. 


Committee Proceedings 


Over the past several years, as House 
committees have taken on a more 
extensive role in reviewing bills and issues 
before the House, there has been an 
increasing demand for their published 
proceedings. Unfortunately, access to 
their proceedings had been hampered by 
the lack of indexing. Consequently, the 
decision by the MHansard Reporting 
Service to provide full printing and 
indexing of all committee proceedings, 
commencing in October 1989, was 
welcomed. 


The Current Data File continues to be an 
important resource for locating news 
reports on a wide range of subjects 
relevant to the interests of the 
Legislature. During the past year, more 
articles from out-of-Toronto newspapers 
were retained to provide a_ broader 
perspective. Fewer retrospective clippings 
are being retained and microfilmed as a 
result of heavy client demand for current 
information and client resistance to using 
microfiche and because it is now 
increasingly possible to obtain 
retrospective coverage of major 
newspapers through commercial database 
searches. During the year, the files were 
weeded’ extensively to eliminate 
duplication and provide badly needed 
space for new materials. 


In May 1989, the updating of the 
Library’s orientation videotape, <An 
Introduction to the Legislative Library, was 
completed by the Broadcast and 
Recording Service of the Office of the 
Assembly and, for the first time, a French 


language version was produced. Staff 
have found these tapes to be a useful 
way to provide new clients with an 
overview of the range of services 
available from the Library and have 
received numerous requests for copies of 
the videotape from other libraries 
considering similar productions. 


French Language Services 


Information and Reference Services 
continued with final preparations for the 
implementation of the French Language 
Services Act in November 1989. 
Coinciding with the opening of the fall 
session of the Legislature in October, the 
Status of Bills Report = Etat des projets de 
lot, was issued for the first time in 
bilingual format. All appropriate Library 
signage was replaced with bilingual signs, 
and all staff members were trained to 
answer telephones with a_ bilingual 
greeting and to refer French language 
requests to bilingual staff as required. To 
date, the volume of French language 
inquiries has been very low. Staff have 
found, however, that there is a growing 
need to use their French language skills 
to obtain information from Quebec 
government departments in response to 
requests from primary clientele. 


During the fall, the Library continued 
experimenting with remaining open until 
9:00 p.m. two evenings per week when 
the Legislature was in session. A review 
of the statistics revealed that the Library 
was seldom used in the evening and, 
consequently, it was decided to revert to 
the 6:30 p.m. closing time to make better 
use of staff resources. 


Over the past year, in cooperation with 
the Office of the Assembly’s Human 
Resources Branch, staff reviewed and 
recommended changes to the class 
standards for library technicians. As part 
of the process, the Library reviewed and 
revised position descriptions for all library 
technicians and submitted them to the 
Human Resources Branch for evaluation 
and approval. 


In January 1990, carpeting throughout the 
main floor of the Library was replaced. 
This major undertaking necessitated the 
temporary dismantling of the entire 
reference collection and shelving as well 
as removal of all furniture and 
equipment. As a result, the Library was 
closed for eight days, and only limited 
telephone reference service was provided. 
Staff took advantage of this opportunity 
to conduct a shelf reading of the Dewey 
collection, to hold a full. day _ brain- 
storming and planning session and to visit 
other special libraries in the area. 


Press Clipping Service 


The Press Clipping’ Service: provides 
current coverage from 19 Ontario daily 
and four weekly newspapers to Members 
of the Legislature, their staff, caucus staff 
and senior staff of the Office of the 
Assembly. A list of newspapers 
monitored and clipped appears in 
Appendix 13. 


Toronto Press Today = Aujourd’hui dans 
la presse de Toronto, which includes 
articles, columns and editorial comment 
of interest to legislators taken from The 
Globe and Mail, The Toronto Star, The 


Toronto Sun and The Financial Post, 
continues to be an extremely popular 
service. New photocopy equipment 
acquired in mid-1989 proved to be very 
reliable and consequently there were 
fewer late deliveries of Toronto Press 
Today. The average number of clients 
rose from 280 in 1988/89 to 309 in 
1989/90, an increase of 10.4 percent, and 
the Service continued to receive requests 
for additional copies from the Cabinet 
Office and the Legislative Assembly Press 
Gallery. It has been necessary to limit 
the number of copies distributed to these 
two offices in order to meet the 9:30 a.m. 
delivery deadline to Members. 


The Library User Survey, conducted in 
May 1989, indicated that clients of the 
Press Clipping Service are generally 
pleased with the products they are 
receiving. However, two requests were 
made by a number of clients, namely, 
earlier delivery of Toronto Press Today, 
especially to Members’ offices located 
outside the Legislative Precinct, and 
inclusion of more stories on matters of 
national concern. These requests are 
being reviewed by staff in an attempt to 
find cost-effective solutions. 


Provincial Press = Dans la_ presse 
provinciale, which includes clippings from 
15 Ontario daily newspapers chosen to 
provide regional coverage from across the 
province, averaged 119 clients during 
1989/90. While the number of clients for 
each of the eight subject sections 
remained relatively stable, the number of 
clients for the French language package 
rose from 26 to 36 during the year, an 
increase of 38.5 percent.

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Four issues of Press Highlights = Paru 
dans la presse were produced; these 
covered the Ontario Speech from the 
Throne, 3 May 1989; the Ontario Budget, 
30 May 1989; and the Federal Budgets of 
14 May 1989 and 1 March 1990, thereby 
providing a province-wide overview of 
editorial and news coverage of these 
topics. 


In November 1989, the Press Clipping 
Service participated in an Assembly-wide 
testing of 100 percent recycled paper. 
The high volume of paper consumed by 
the Service and the timely nature of the 
publications produced suggested that it 
would be an ideal candidate for the use 
of recycled paper. Although client 
response to the quality of the productions 
was favourable, technical problems with 
the photocopier equipment could not be 
overcome thus making it impossible to 
continue. Staff are continuing to explore 
options which would allow the use of 
recycled paper products. 


Legislative Research Service 


The Legislative Research Service provides 
research assistance to individual MPPs on 
request, to committees of the House at 
the request of their chairs and to senior 
officers of the Legislative Assembly. In 
accordance with its objectives, the Service 
also prepares papers for conferences such 
as those of the Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Association and _ the 
Association internationale’ des 
parlementaires de langue frangaise. 


As of 31 March 1990, there were 16 
complement research officers and one 
contract research officer replacing a

member of complement staff on 
secondment. Their collective subject 
specialties include law, political science, 
public administration, economics, finance, 
environmental studies, urban planning, 
history and sociology. Full use is made 
of the subject expertise of staff, who also 
function as generalists when required. In 
recent years, there has been a tendency 
for MPPs to request comprehensive and 
often lengthy analyses of a wide range of 
extremely complex issues. Once again 
there was notable growth in the number 
of research projects prepared for 
committees continuing a trend which 
began in 1984/85. 


The number of research requests received 
during the year was 2,071, an increase of 
12.8 percent over 1988/89. Some 1,602, 
or 77.4 percent, were from committees; 
392, or 18:9epercent.ol thesesrequesis 
were from individual Members; 44, or 2.1 
percent, were from senior officials of the 
Legislative Assembly; and 32, or 1.5 
percent, were from other sources. 


Service to Committees 


Research officers assigned to committees 
prepare background papers, gather and 
analyze information, present oral briefings 
to committees, prepare summaries and 
analyses of briefs and testimony received 
and normally draft reports on committee 
findings and recommendations. During 
1989/90, research officers provided 
support on a continuing basis to all 
standing and select committees of the 
House. 


Each committee has a principal research 
officer and one or more additional 


research officers as necessitated by the 
workload and the issues before the 
committee which might require a 
particular type of expertise. A research 
officer assigned to a committee attends 
sub-committee as well as committee 
meetings and keeps other assigned 
research officers informed about all issues 
to enable the latter to attend in case of 
an emergency or to assist at peak work 
periods. The principal research officer 
keeps in continuous touch with the chair. 
By having a team approach and full 
back-up system, uninterrupted service to 
committees is assured. 


Research support, which often includes 
the writing of interim or sessional reports, 
depending on the mandate of the 
committee, was provided to ten standing 
committees: Administration of Justice; 
Finance and Economic Affairs; General 
Government; Government Agencies; 
Public Accounts; Legislative Assembly; 
Ombudsman; Regulations and Private 
Bills; Resources Development; and Social 
Development. Research service was also 
provided to three select committees: 
Constitutional Reform and 
Intergovernmental Affairs; Education; and 
Energy. 


Taking into account the salaries and 
benefits for research officers and support 
staff, word processing maintenance costs 
and costs for equipment and supplies 
budgeted by the Legislative Research 
Service for the 1990/91 fiscal year, the 
cost of providing research service to 
committees has been calculated to be 
$42.69 per hour. By way of comparison, 
a consulting firm paying a comparable 
salary and benefits might well bill 
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between $68.73 and $85.91 per hour 
based on the industry norm, exclusive of 
support staff costs. Over the course of 
the year, use of research officers by 
committees saves the Legislative 
Assembly many thousands of dollars that 
otherwise would be spent on fees for 
outside consultants. 


At the direction of the committees they 
serve, two research officers attended 
conferences. Ray McLellan attended the 
conference of the Canadian Council of 
Public Accounts Committees held in 
Edmonton, 11-12 July 1989, and the 
COnLeTence s Ole them Canadian 
Comprehensive Auditing Foundation in 
Toronto, 19-21 November 1989. Lewis 
Yeager attended the Symposium on 
Global Warming held in Toronto, 2 
March 1990, on behalf of the Select 
Committee on Energy. 


Current Issue Papers 


In addition to its regular work for 
Members and committees, the Legislative 
Research Service publishes analytical 
reports on current issues of general 
interest to MPPs. Since 1981, when the 
first Current Issue Paper was published, 98 
have been produced, eight of them during 
1989/90. These papers usually range 
from 15 to 25 pages in length, include 
footnotes and bibliographies and cover a 
variety of timely topics of relevance to 
provincial legislators. Subjects covered in 
1989/90 were: reform of the health 
professions legislation as it relates to 
naturopaths; health promotion in the 
workplace; the greenhouse effect; ozone 
depletion; a legal overview of the 
Hagersville tire fire; group homes; a 


comparison of automobile no-fault 
insurance plans; and future planning of 
intercity and commuter rail services in 
Southern Ontario. 


Current Issue Papers prepared in past 
years are regularly updated or, if 
outdated, withdrawn from _ circulation. 
During 1989/90, there were 526 requests 
for Current Issue Papers, a decrease of 
84.2 percent from the previous fiscal year. 
The decrease in the number of papers 
published, from 15 in 1988/89 to eight in 
1989/90, was due to the lack of time on 
the part of research staff who were hard 
pressed to handle the increase in the 
overall number of projects received. 


Speakers and Seminars 


During the past year, the Legislative 
Research Service again arranged a series 
of speakers who dealt with the work of 
the Legislature and related activities. 
Initiated in September 1983, these 
informal presentations and discussions are 
open to all employees of the Legislative 
Library as part of staff development. 
The speakers for 1989/90 were: Linda 
Kahn, Assistant Director, Executive 
Management Branch, Human Resources 
Secretariat (April 1989); Thomas 
Walkom, The Toronto Star, Legislative 
Assembly Press Gallery (October 1989); 
Andrew Szende, Associate Secretary of 
Cabinet and Secretary of the Policy and 
Priorities Board of Cabinet (October 
1989); and Gwynneth Jones’ and 
Anastasia Shkilnyk, Ontario Native Affairs 
Directoratenss(Pepruaryiililgop, 
Arrangements for these speakers were 
made by Philip Kaye, Senior Research 
Officer. 
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In November 1988, the Legislative 
Research Service initiated a separate 
series of seminars on research related 
topics. Other Library staff members 
frequently joined research officers at 
these seminars. In October 1989, Martin 
Campbell, of the law firm of Beard, 
Winter, who assisted Robert Macaulay in 
his review of Ontario’s regulatory 
agencies, spoke about the Macaulay 
Report. Three other seminars were held 
during the year and these were conducted 
by research officers as follows: David 
Pond and Philip Kaye, Amendments of 
the Standing Orders of the Legislative 
Assembly (July 1989); Jennifer Wilson, 
The Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act, 1987 (September 
1989); and Anne Anderson, The Federal 
Goods and Services Tax (November 1989). 
These seminars were organized by 
Cynthia Smith, Chief of the Legislative 
Research Service, and Philip Kaye. 


Collections Development 


The Collections Development Section is 
responsible for the selection and 
preservation of material for the Library in 
order to meet the information and 
research needs of its clientele. The types 
of material selected include books, serials, 
journals, reports microforms, maps, audio 
and visual cassettes and CD-ROM discs 
published by government and commercial 
enterprises. Collection Development 
librarians are responsible for selection 
and retention policies and for preparing 
Selected New Titles = Sélection de 
nouveautés, a monthly current awareness 
publication. 


The Library selects items from a wide 


variety of subjects to meet the needs of 
its clientele. During this past year, the 
Library increased its acquisitions of items 
on automobile insurance, French language 
services, health facilities, AIDS, drug 
abuse, affordable housing and_ the 
environment, reflecting issues before the 
Legislature and issues of growing social 
concern. Appendix 3 lists some 
significant additions to the collection in 
this reporting year. 


The Library added to the type of formats 
it utilizes by purchasing two CD-ROM 
discs: | Canadian Business and Current 
Affairs, an index to more than 200 
Canadian business periodicals, 400 other 
periodicals and seven Canadian daily 
newspapers, together with references to 
companies which have filed reports with 
the Ontario Securities Commission; and 
Periodical Abstracts, an index which 
provides abstracts to 300 general-interest 
periodicals. 


Legal materials, such as _ statutes, 
reporting services and court cases, are an 
important source of information for the 
Library’s clientele. Legal publications are 
reviewed by an internal Law Committee, 
which meets five to six times a year. 
Although the members have changed, the 
Committee’s composition remains the 
same with two representatives from 
Collections Development and one each 
from Information and Reference Services 
and the Legislative Research Service. 


French Language Materials 
French language monographs and 


periodicals continue to be added to the 
collection and a number of dictionaries 
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acquired in previous years have been 


updated. In response to requests for 
additional French language learning 
materials, the Library selected an 


elementary level and an _ intermediate 
level course called Francais contemporain 
(I et IT), published by Campion Language 
Studies. Each kit contains a course book, 
a reference book and eight cassettes. 
These learning materials are kept in the 
Members’ Reading Room and may be 
borrowed by primary clientele. 


The audiocassette collection, which 
continues to be popular with Members, 
grew by 28 percent this year. As this 
medium becomes more widely accepted, 
new titles will be produced and become 
available for selection. The present 
collection consists of self-improvement 
topics, best sellers and fiction. The 
cassettes are kept in the Members’ 
Reading Room and are available for loan 
to primary clientele. 


The gifts program has always been an 
active one and 1989/90 was no exception. 
Staff members processed 45 percent more 
donations this year than during 1988/89. 
A total of 5,753 gifts were processed and, 
of these, 5,449 were government 
publications, 48 percent of which were 
added to the collection. 


The Library not only receives gifts but 
also donates to other libraries materials 
no longer appropriate to its own 
collection. Weeding of the collection of 
United States federal publications was 
completed during the year and many of 
these publications were donated to the 
University of Toronto and York 
University. The Metropolitan Toronto 


Reference Library and the Canadian 
Book Exchange Centre at the National 
Library of Canada continue to receive 
the majority of material not retained by 
the Library. 


Binding and Preservation 


The Collections Development Section also 
takes an active role in binding and 
preserving library materials. This year, 
139 volumes were preserved through craft 
binding. Of particular importance is 
Ontario Constituencies, Elections, 
Candidates, Members, Election Petitions, 
Unseatings, Disqualifications, Etc., Etc. 
Commencing 1867, a handwritten, 1602- 
page work which covers the period from 
1867 to 1911. Edward Chadwick’s An 
Ordinary of Arms Borne in the Province of 
Ontario (1908) is a compilation of 
Ontario family crests and coats of arms. 
Also preserved is Library of the Provincial 
Legislature, Upper Canada (1837), which is 
a catalogue record of the holdings in the 
Legislative Library as of 1837. 


A number of staff turnovers occurred in 
Collections Development during the year. 
In May 1989, Thora Clarkson, Head of 
the Section since 1982, resigned and in 
January 1990, Brian Tobin was appointed 
to the position after a period as Acting 
Head. The Collections Development 
Librarian hired in June 1989 resigned in 
December to take a position with the 
Ministry of Culture and Communications 
and in January 1990, Gillian Luczka was 
appointed in her place. In addition, the 
part-time Library Technician position had 
to be filled after the incumbent resigned. 


Despite the staff turnovers, bibliographic 
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searches increased by 32 percent over the 
previous year. Although fewer items 
were selected for the collection, the entire 
materials budget was spent and the 
Library’s holdings actually increased 
moderately: for example, non-government 
book holdings increased by 3.0 percent; 
periodicals by 2.7 percent; and 
microforms by 10.8 percent. The reasons 
for this were two-fold: the increase in the 
price of materials was larger than 
anticipated resulting in fewer titles being 
purchased; also, fewer items were 
withdrawn from the collection compared 
to the 1988/89 fiscal year. 


Technical Services and Systems 


The Technical Services and Systems 
Branch is responsible for the acquisition, 
bibliographic control and processing of 
materials added to _ the _  Library’s 
collections and for the maintenance and 
development of the Library's Geac 
Automated Support System. It serves 
members of the Legislative Assembly 
indirectly by providing support services 
for the other branches of the Legislative 
Library. 


Acquisitions 


As the Geac Automated Acquisitions 
System entered its second year of 
operation, emphasis changed from 
implementing new procedures to refining 
ongoing operations. Over the summer, 
the organizational structure of the 
Acquisitions Section was completely 
revamped and all jobs reorganized to 


bring the workflow in line with 
acquisitions system requirements. The 
implementation of the automated 
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acquisitions system caused an increase in 
routine record entry and maintenance, 
necessitated uniform procedures and 
created new tasks related to both 
government and commercial publications. 
These factors, coupled with changes in 
personnel at the senior library technician 
level, made it an appropriate time for 
reorganization. This reorganization did 
not result in any change in_ staff 
complement; however, all senior level 
library technician responsibilities were 
consolidated in one position, and the 
functional divisions between the 
government and commercial units became 
less definitive than they had been under 
the manual system. 


In October, procedures were streamlined 
to allow the recording of Ontario 
depository and unsolicited monograph 
acquisitions for the first time. Previously, 
there had been no access to these titles 
until they appeared in the online 
catalogue; now, however, all staff can see 
what has been received within a few days 
of arrival. From mid-October 1989 until 
31 March 1990, 935 titles were recorded 
on the acquisitions system. The 
procedural changes that allowed recording 
on this system also speeded up ordering 
from the Ontario Government Publications 
Monthly Checklist so that orders for non- 
depository items are now ordinarily 
placed within ten working days of receipt 
of the Checklist. 


One of the main benefits of the 
automated system is its ability to provide 
information for budget, accounting, and 
acquisitions control and decision-making. 
Reporting from the acquisitions system 
was expanded and refined, especially in 
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the areas of budget control and vendor 
performance reports. Progress was made 
in establishing a regular claiming schedule 
based on reports of overdue orders. 
Monographs are now claimed regularly, 
on a monthly cycle. Serials are still being 
claimed on an ad hoc basis pending 
further customization of the necessary 
reports. More than 2,300 overdue 
monographs and serials were claimed 
during the year. 


The remaining major automation 
implementation project -- government 
serials initialization, i.e., the enhancement 
of acquisitions database records to allow 
online serials check-in -- progressed well. 
Over 1,700 government serials were 
initialized, more than doubling the 
number being checked in on the system 
to 3,100. This represents a 25 percent 
increase in initializing activity over the 
previous year. Approximately 1,800 
government serials remain to be 
initialized. Seventy percent of these are 
publications issued very infrequently, or 
whose publication status is in question, 
leaving fewer than 400 regularly-received 
titles without online receipt information. 
A total of 7,000 serials of all types are 
now received online. Initialization is a 
time-consuming activity which accounted 
for over four person-months of 
Acquisitions staff time during the year. 


Fewer orders were placed and fewer 
books received than in the previous year, 
reflecting the higher cost of material 
selected by Collections Development. 
There were also over 3,000 fewer 
government publications received. Part of 
this latter decrease was accounted for by 
a refinement in procedures for handling 


publications donated to the Library. 
Previously all such gifts were received and 
counted by the Acquisitions Section. 
Starting in January 1988, only those 
published within the past year were sent 
to the Acquisitions Section for recording 
on the acquisitions system. Since 
acquisitions records are of little value for 
older material, older items are sent 
directly from Collections Development to 
the Cataloguing Section or Data Entry in 
arden stOlmexpedite: ™ procedures. 
Consequently, an estimated 850 items that 
would have been counted the previous 
year bypassed the Acquisitions Section 
this year. Some of the remaining 
decrease is attributable to the fact that, 
during 1988/89, a number of backlogs of 
government publications resulting from 
the introduction of automation were 
cleared up. 


Cataloguing 


In addition to the regular cataloguing 
processes, the Cataloguing Section 
participated in two special projects during 
1989/90, preparatory to the integration of 
authorities in the online catalogue: the 
Subject Headings Update Project and the 
Authorities Project. 


The Subject Headings Update Project 
reviewed subject headings in the online 
catalogue against major changes in the 
Library of Congress Subject Heading List. 
All Cataloguing staff participated in the 
project. This resulted in 983 changes to 
bibliographic records, 174 authority record 
deletions and 231 changes to authority 
records. 


The Authorities Project, which began in 
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May 1989, reviewed the online 
bibliographic database against the online 
authority file. Although both files have 
been in existence for a number of years, 
no concentrated review had been carried 
out to resolve inconsistencies between 
them. This Project was necessitated by 
the integration of authorities into the 
online catalogue which occurred in 
January 1990. 


Procedures for the Authorities Project 
involved the review of approximately 
38,000 authority headings which were 
machine-generated by running the 
bibliographic database against the 
authorities database. As a result, 2,185 
changes were made to authority records; 
1,341 authority records were deleted; and 
59 new authority records were created. 
In addition, 2,322 changes were made to 
bibliographic records. As of 31 March 
1990, this project had not been 
completed; it will continue in the new 
fiscal year with an anticipated completion 
date of 30 June 1990. 


Statistical indicators for regular 
cataloguing show an overall increase of 
Les percentiiormines year. Wr) nis lis 
attributable to a number of factors which 
include: a stable, productive complement 
of Cataloguing staff; a full year of direct 
file transfers from the National Library of 
Canada; and changes to cataloguing 
procedures (rasiena \ result ot) the 
implementation of the French Language 
Services Act. 


File transfers from the National Library 
of Canada were mentioned in the Annual 
Report for 1989/90, when the process 
began. A full year of use has resulted in 


the transfer of 2,164 records from the 
Dobis Search Service and 1,554 records 
from the MARC Record Distribution 
Service, for a total of 3,718 transfers. 
This represents 23 percent of total 
cataloguing output, a significant amount 
considering the nature of the Library’s 
database. 


The implementation of the French 
Language Services Act brought about 
some changes to the cataloguing process. 
The Library now provides subject access 


in French to ~ French) language 
publications. This has the result of 
increasing the number of _ titles 


catalogued, since féte-béche items now 
receive two cataloguing records. 


Systems 


The Systems Section operates the Geac 
Library System modules (online catalogue, 
MARC record management system, 
acquisitions system and Checklist module) 
and is responsible for the physical 
maintenance of the bibliographic and 
authority databases. Members of the 
Section serve the various client groups 
who use these modules in their daily 
work. They are responsible for all 
procedures related to maintaining the 
integrity and accuracy of the Library’s 
databases, for testing new software 
releases, for training Library staff in the 
use of modules, for troubleshooting and 
for liaison with the system vendor. 


Authorities were integrated into the 
online catalogue in January 1990 with the 
installation of Release 12.5 of the Geac 
online catalogue software. This was 
accomplished after extensive testing and 
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troubleshooting by members of the 
Systems Section. Authorities provide a 
reference structure for access points in 
the online catalogue to assist catalogue 
users. The various authorization projects 
related to implementation of the authority 
module created 19,972 new authority 
records, resulting in a 40.1 _ percent 
increase to that database. 


The bibliographic database grew by 
16,911 records, a 14.3 percent increase 
for the year. A new microfiche catalogue 
was produced in November 1989 as a 
backup for the online catalogue; the 
latter recorded a 98.6 percent uptime rate 
for 1989/90. Data Entry staff processed 
3,491 monographs, 1,309 periodical items 
and bound 898 items for the Library, in 
addition to performing duties relating to 
database maintenance. 


The Geac Library System has now been 
installed at the Legislative Library for 
nine years and new applications have 
been added during that time. Long-term 
system planning was addressed when 
Geac Professional Services reported on a 
system audit in October 1989. The 
purpose of the audit was "to review the 
operational and application environments 
at the Legislative Library with the 
ultimate goal of improving system 
performance and response time." This is 
the first step in a more comprehensive 
system evaluation. 


Staffing 
Staff changes in Technical Services and 
Systems were significant during the 


1989/90 fiscal year. The overall staff

complement remained at 22 positions. 
The Cataloguing Section began the year 
with two vacant positions due _ to 
resignations but these were filled in July 
1989. There was unusually high staff 
turnover in the Acquisitions Section due 
to illness, promotions and resignations 
during the first half of the year and it did 
not regain its full staff complement until 
November. Staff changes in the Systems 
Section included the transfer of Angela 
Wilke to the Acquisitions Section as 
Systems Assistant. 


Deirdre Grimes was appointed Assistant 
Head of Technical Services and Systems 
in August in addition to her duties as 
Acquisitions Librarian. Annemarie Toth- 
Waddell assumed the position of Head 
Cataloguer in April 1989. 


Checklist and Catalogue Service 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service is 
responsible for cataloguing all Ontario 
government publications issued by 
ministries and other bodies designated as 
Schedule I agencies by Directive 6-2 of 
the Management Board of Cabinet. 
English and foreign-language materials 
are described in English with English 
subject access; French language materials 
are described in French with French 
subject access. The cataloguing data are 
available to users through the Legislative 
Library’s online catalogue. 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service 
compiles and edits two serial publications 
that are published and distributed by the 
Ministry of Government Services. The 
Monthly Checklist = Liste mensuelle lists 
all new books, pamphlets, maps and 
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microfiche received by the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service during the preceding 
month. This publication alerts libraries 
and other institutions and individuals to 
new Ontario government publications and 
provides price and order information. 


The Annual Catalogue = Catalogue 
annuel cumulates the 12 issues of the 
Monthly Checklist with some additions 
and changes. As a bibliography of the 
government’s publishing activity, it 
includes the issues of serials published 
during the year. Updated information 
about availability is included for 
publications distributed centrally by the 
Ministry of Government Services. 


The total number of items catalogued 
during 1989/90 rose 2.3 percent over the 
previous year, despite a drop of 13.4 
percent in the number of items received 
routinely from Publications Ontario. 
During the year, the service pursued a 
very aggressive acquisitions program that 
included on-site visits to ministry public 
information centres and communications 
branches. As a result, the Acquisitions 
Technician was able to acquire copies of 
titles that otherwise would not have come 
to the attention of the Section. 


The Canadian Cataloguing in Publication 
(CIP) program provides cataloguing data 
for Ontario government publications in 
advance of publication. Conducted under 
the auspices of the National Library of 
Canada, CIP is produced in English or 
French, depending on the language of the 
projected publication. The number of 
items receiving CIP increased slightly in 
1989/90 from 65 to 67. 


The Checklist and Catalogue service 
participates in other co-operative 
activities. International standard numbers 
(ISBN/ISSN) are assigned to Ontario 
government publications thereby 
enhancing bibliographic control both 
within the government and nationally. 
The number of ISBN assignments in 
1989/90 rose 2.8 percent over the 
previous year to 1,476. The Checklist 
and Catalogue Service documents for the 
National Library of Canada the changes 
in Ontario government serial titles that 
necessitate the assignment of new ISSNs. 
Annual reports require careful monitoring 
since publishers sometimes change the 
format from separate English and French 
editions to bilingual formats and then 
back to separate editions. 


In cooperation with Publications Ontario 
of the Ministry of Government Services, 
the Checklist and Catalogue Service 
arranges for key Ontario government 
publications to be microfiched in order to 
ensure their continued availability. The 
Manager of the Checklist and Catalogue 
Service maintains regular contact with 
Publications Ontario on this and other 
matters of mutual concern. 


In January 1990, the Ministry of 
Government Services again changed both 
the typesetter and the printer of the 
Monthly Checklist. There were delays in 
typesetting the January Checklist while the 
Checklist staff assisted the new typesetter 
in adjusting its in-house programs to meet 
the Section’s requirements. 


After a period of stability, there were 
staffing changes in two of the four 
positions. Helen Brown, the Catalogue 
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Librarian, went on maternity leave on 26 
June 1989 until the end of the fiscal year. 
She was replaced by a librarian on 
contract, Mark Musielak. Anna DiFelice, 
the Acquisitions Technician, transferred 
on 4 July 1989 to the Technical Services 
and Systems Branch. She was replaced 
by Karen Van Der Zon, who was 
appointed 8 August 1989. Eveline 
Marron, a former Catalogue Librarian in 
the Section, assisted on a part-time basis 
during the transition period and the 
Manager’s vacation. 


French Language Services 


The statutory guarantee of services in 
French, as provided by the French 
Language Services Act, 1986, became 
effective on 19 November 1989. Some 
services in French have been available at 
the Library for many years and efforts to 
fill in the gaps were intensified starting in 
late 1986. As a result of this active 
preparation, the Library was in a position 
by November 1989 to comply fully with 
the Act. 


The number of French language titles in 
the collection continued to grow in 
1989/90. In addition, all of the Library’s 
own publications are now issued in a 
bilingual format or in separate English 
and French versions, as appropriate. 
French subject headings are now assigned 
to French language publications in order 
to enhance access to these materials. A 
number of staff have upgraded their 
language skills enabling the Library to 
offer information, reference and other 
services in French at all times. A French 
language orientation videotape was 
produced during the year as a general 


introduction to the Library’s services. 
Bilingual signage was installed throughout 
the Library and displays continue to 
feature materials in both languages. 


Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to the 
Executive Director, continued in the role 
of French Language Services Coordinator 
for the Library and for the Legislative 
Assembly as a whole. He gave several 
information sessions on the implications 
of the French Language Services Act to 
Library and other Assembly staff as well 
as practice sessions in answering queries 
in French and guiding francophone 
visitors. 


Information Systems 


The Legislative Library has had a 
substantial commitment to computerized 
systems for a number of years. At 
present, the Library operates six separate 
systems. Of these, two address library- 
specific applications, namely the Geac 
Library System, which is used for online 
cataloguing, catalogue access, acquisitions 
and serials control, and IBM PCs, which 
are used for online commercial database 
searching. Three systems, the Wang VS, 
the IBM PC Network and the Wang 
Local Area Network, which was added 
during 1989/90, address the office 
automation requirements of the Library 
such as word processing and electronic 
mail. The sixth system, based on an IBM 
PC XT and a Compaq Deskpro 286, is 
used for meeting the Library’s day-to-day 
requirements for up-to-date budgeting 
and financial commitment information. 
In addition, the Library has two 
Datapoint terminals used to communicate 
with the Members’ system.

Management Advisory Committee 


The Management Advisory Committee, 
established by the Board of Internal 
Economy in December 1987, held 20 
meetings during the period under review. 
The Committee, consisting of the Speaker 
ex officio, the Clerk of the Legislative 
Assembly as Chairman, the Executive 
Director of the Legislative Library, the 
Executive Director of Assembly Services 
and the Controller, is charged with 
responsibility for reviewing all matters 
relating to the Office of the Assembly 
and for making recommendations to the 
Board. Topics dealt with included a 
major upgrade of the telephone and data 
transmission systems, food and beverage 
services, mail and courier services, 
subscription prices for sessional papers, 
printing services and purchasing services. 


Ontario Government Libraries Council 


Once again, a number of Library staff 
took an active part in the work of the 
Ontario Government Libraries Council, 
an umbrella organization that brings 
together representatives from over 60 
libraries to discuss matters of common 
interest and concern. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director, represented the Legislative 
Library on the Council and served on its 
Strategic Planning Committee. Linda 
Reid, Manager of the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service, was also a member of 
the Council and served on its Executive 
Committee as a Director. Bob Gardner, 
Information and Reference Services 
Librarian, continued as a_ regular 
contributor to the Council’s newsletter, 


Exchange, and Donna Burton, Information 
and Reference Services Librarian, served 
on the Council’s Pay Equity Committee. 


Association of Parliamentary Librarians 


The Association of Parliamentary 
Librarians in Canada/L’Association des 
bibliothécaires parlementaires au Canada 
was founded at Queen’s Park, Toronto, in 
1975. The principal objectives of the 
Association are to improve parliamentary 
library service in Canada, to foster 
communication among members on 
matters of mutual interest, to identify 
issues requiring research and_ to 
encourage cooperation with related 
parliamentary officials and organizations. 
The Association held its annual one-day 
business meeting on 21 June 1989 in 
Edmonton in conjunction with the annual 
conference of the Canadian Library 
Association. The meeting, arranged and 
hosted by Blake McDougall, Assistant 
Deputy Minister/Legislature Librarian of 
Alberta, was held in the Legislature 
Building. Members of the Association 
were greeted officially by the Hon. David 
J. Carter, Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly of Alberta. Brian Land, 
Executive Director, represented the 
Ontario Legislative Library. 


In the fall of 1989, 
published Canada’s Parliamentary 
Libraries = Les _ Bibliothéques 
parlementaires du Canada, a_ booklet 
describing the historical origins and 
mandate of the Library of Parliament and 
eight legislative libraries. The purpose of 
the booklet, which provides information 
about clientele, budget and staffing for 
each library, is to acquaint legislators and 


the Association 
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other interested parties with the wide 
range of services offered by modern 
parliamentary libraries in Canada. 


The Association’s annual statistical Survey 
of Parliamentary Libraries was conducted 
by Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to 
the Executive Director. The report for 
1988/89 was mailed to member libraries 
in the Spring of 1990. 


International Library Conference 


With the permission of the Speaker, the 
Executive Director, Brian Land, attended 
the 55th General Conference of the 
International Federation of Library 
Associations and Institutions (IFLA) held 
in Paris, 19-26 August 1989. IFLA is an 
international, independent, non- 
government organization founded in 1927. 
It is made up of more than 1,250 
association, institutional and _ personal 
members from 125 countries, two-thirds 
of them in the developing world. Its aim 
is to promote international cooperation 
and understanding, to develop and 
promulgate guidelines for a variety of 
library activities and to provide a vehicle 
to represent the interests of librarianship 
throughout the world. Other Canadian 
parliamentary librarians attending the 
IFLA conference were Erik J. Spicer, 
Parliamentary Librarian of Canada, and 
Jacques Prémont, Directeur, Bibliotheque 
de l’Assemblée nationale du Québec. 


The theme of the Paris conference was 
"Libraries and Information in_ the 
Economy: The Past, the Present and the 
Future." The theme left ample scope for 
debate and for comparing ideas and 
experiences at a time when librarians in 


all countries are concerned about the 
increasing cost of information, about 
utilizing the new technology and about 
innovative ways to manage their 
resources. 


Papers, panels and standing committee 
meetings accounted for a large part of 
the conference activities, the meetings 
sponsored by the Section of Parliamentary 
Libraries being of special interest. Timely 
papers on bilateral cooperation between 
the parliamentary libraries of Poland and 
Hungary and on the parliamentary 
information system in Turkey were 
presented and discussed at one meeting 
of the Section. Another of its sessions 
took place at the Senate in the 
magnificent Palais du Luxembourg and, 
subsequently, a one-day workshop on 
"Information Services of the National 
Assembly of France" was held at the 
Palais Bourbon. 


Staffing and Organization 


For administrative purposes, the 
Executive Director of the Legislative 
Library reports to the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly. (See Appendix 1). 
The annual estimates of the Legislative 
Library are submitted in the first instance 
to the Management Advisory Committee 
and then to the Board of Internal 
Economy. Subsequently, the Library’s 
estimates, along with those of other 
divisions of the Office of the Assembly, 
may be presented to the Standing 
Committee on the Legislative Assembly 
for review and approval before being 
submitted to the House for final 
approval. 
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An organization chart for the Legislative 
Library appears in Appendix 2 and a staff 
roster in Appendix 15. As of 31 March 
1990, the number of full-time regular 
complement positions was 92, distributed 
as follows: Office of the Executive 
Director - 5; Information and Reference 
Services - 28; Press Clipping Service - 8; 
legislative |Research) iiiServicew = 19 21" 
Collections Development - 4; Technical 
Services and Systems - 22; Checklist and 
Catalogue Service - 4. There was also 
one part-time complement position in 
Information and Reference Services. In 
addition, the Library had five full-time or 
part-time unclassified contract positions, 
eight full-time summer students and 11 
students who worked part time during the 
fall and spring. 


One change was made during the year in 
the reporting structure. The Head of 
Collections Development now reports to 
the Head of Information and Reference 
Services. This change took effect on 9 
May 1989. 


During the year, a Committee was set up 
to review the class standards for library 
technicians. The Committee was made 
up of Karen Wierucki and Donna Burton 
of Information and Reference Services; 
Deirdre Grimes, Philip Oxley and 
Annemarie Toth-Waddell of Technical 
Services and Systems; Brian Tobin, Head 
of Collections Development; and a 
representative from the Human 
Resources Branch of the Office of the 
Assembly. The Committee’s work 
resulted in a restatement of the class 
standards for library technicians employed 
by the Legislative Library. 


Staff Development 


The Legislative Library was represented 
at several conferences of library and 
library-related associations. These 
conferences gave staff an opportunity to 
attend sessions of special interest and 
relevance to the Library, to exchange 
information and ideas with colleagues 
from other libraries and institutions on 
matters of common concern and to 
contribute to furthering the objectives of 
the respective associations. 


Annual conferences which Legislative 
Library staff attended during 1989/90 
included: the Ontario Association of 
Library Technicians, Hamilton, May 1989; 
the Canadian Library Association, 
Edmonton, June 1989; the Special 
Libraries Association, New York, June 
1989; the American Association for 
Information Science, Washington, DC, 
October-November 1989; and_ the 
Association of Records Managers and 
Administrators, Toronto, January 1990. 


In addition, staff members of the 
Legislative Research Service attended the 
following conferences: "As the Charter 
Evolves," the Canadian Bar Association, 
Toronto, April 1989; the Ontario 
Financial Officers’ Council Forum, 
Toronto, May 1989; "Provincial Taxes," 
the Canadian Tax Foundation, Toronto, 
May 1989; the Fifth International 
Conference on AIDS, Montreal, June 
1989; "Health Policy," the Centre for 
Health Economics and Policy Analysis, 
McMaster University, Hamilton, June 
1989; the Canadian Bar Association, 
Vancouver, August 1989; and the 
National Conference on the Centenary of 
Competition Law, Toronto, October 1989. 
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Some 45 staff members attended 
continuing education workshops and 
seminars aimed at _ providing job 


enrichment and at furthering personal 
development. The majority of the 
sessions were held in Metropolitan 
Toronto and were sponsored by such 
agencies as the Legislative Information 
Systems Education Centre of the Office 
of the Assembly, the Human Resources 


Secretariat, the Ontario Government 
Libraries Council, the University of 
Toronto Faculty of Library § and 
Information Science, the MICA 


Management Centre, Statistics Canada, 
the Canadian Library Association, the 
Canadian Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Services, the Toronto 
Chapter of the Special Libraries 
Association, the Toronto Association of 
Law Librarians, the Canadian Bar 
Association and the Law Society of 
Upper Canada. 


The topics presented at these seminars 
and workshops included word processing, 
desktop publishing, database searching, 
CD-ROMs, legal materials, copyright, 
writing and designing promotional 
materials, presentation and listening skills, 
supervisory and management issues, time 
management, labour relations, 
employment equity and freedom of 
information and protection of privacy. 


Staff Activities 


Members of the staff of the Legislative 
Library again participated actively in the 
work of the Office of the Assembly and 
of library and _ research-related 
organizations. 


Brian Land, Executive Director, continued 
to serve as a member of the Management 
Advisory Committee of the Office of the 
Assembly and as a member of the 
Editorial Advisory Board of Canadian 
Who’s Who, published by the University 
of Toronto Press. He was Chairman of 
the University of Toronto Faculty of 
Library and Information Science 60th 
Anniversary Planning Committee, which 
arranged a Symposium and Awards 
Dinner, 4-5 May 1989, and chaired the 
Symposium session on "Where Do We 
Go From Here?: The Future for Library 
and Information Science." On 6 
December 1989, he addressed students of 
the Faculty on "Freedom of Information." 
He served as a member of the Decanal 
Search Committee of the Faculty which 
selected Professor Adele Fasick as the 
new Dean and was also a member of the 
Search Committee which chose Sharon 
Henry as the new Executive Director of 
the Canadian Library Association, Ottawa. 
In addition, he presented a paper on 
"Access to Government Information: A 
Canadian Perspective’ at the Seventh 
Annual Forum on Federal Information 
Policies: Access is the Key, sponsored by 
the Federal Library and Information 
Center Committee and held in 
Washington, DC, on 21 March 1990. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director and Head of Information and 
Reference Services, served on two sub-

Subscriptions Review Sub-Committee. In 
June 1989, she was elected to the Board 
of Directors of the Special Libraries 
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Association for a three-year term. 


Other members of the staff of 
Information and Reference Services were 
also active. Karen Wierucki served the 
second year of a three-year term as 
Director of the Canadian Association of 
Library and Information Services and 
Mary Hanson served as President of its 
Toronto Chapter.

The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary libraries of the 
Province of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the united Province of Canada (1841-1867). 
Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the Speaker (1867-1921), by the 
Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the Provincial Secretary (1964-1972) and by the Minister 
of Government Services (1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the Legislative Library became a 
division of the Office of the Assembly under the authority of the Speaker. On 1 September 
1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 3 September 1985, the title was 
changed to Executive Director by authority of the Speaker.

Serving A New Parliament 


The year under review witnessed the end of 
one political administration and_ the 
beginning of another. The 2nd Session of 
the 34th Parliament of Ontario, which had 
begun on 25 April 1989, was recessed for 
the summer on 28 June 1990. On 30 July, 
Liberal Premier David Peterson was granted 
a dissolution of the House by the Lieutenant 
Governor and called a general election for 6 
September 1990. In the election, the New 
Democratic Party won a majority with 74 
seats, the Liberal Party won 36 seats and the 
Progressive Conservative Party won 20 of 
the 130 seats in the Legislature. On 1 
October 1990, Premier Bob Rae and his new 
Cabinet assumed the reins of government, 
the first NDP administration in the history 
of Ontario. 


Introduction 


Some of the highlights for the Legislative 
Library during the fiscal year 1990/91 were:

These and other developments are described 
in this report. 


Library Use by Members 


At the end of March 1991, the Legislative 
Library carried out a check to determine 
how many Members had used, either in 
person or through their staff, one or more of 
its three principal client services since the 
35th Parliament began on 19 November 
1990. These are: information and reference 
services, press clipping services and 
research services. The results of the check 
were encouraging to Library staff. Briefly, 
the findings were as follows: 


m 130 members (100 percent) used one or 
more of the three principal client 
services at least once during the year; 


m= 102 Members (78.5 percent) used all 
three services; 


# 26 Members (20.0 percent) used two of 


the three services; 


™ 2 Members (1.5 percent) used only one 
of the three services. 


The check also indicated that: 


# 130 Members (100 percent) used 
information and reference services; 


m@ 122 Members (93.8) percent) used 
press clipping services; 


™ 108 Members (83.1 percent) used 
research services.

Information and Reference Services 
Branch 


The Information and Reference Services 
Branch responds to requests for information, 
issues current awareness publications and 
makes available books, periodicals and other 
materials to its primary clientele -- Members 
and their staff, caucus staff and staff of the 
Office of the Legislative Assembly -- as well 
as to other Library clientele. It is also 
responsible for maintaining the Library’s 
collections and for providing client 
orientation to the Library’s services and 
collections. 


The 1990/91 fiscal year was a demanding, 
challenging and rewarding one for 
Information and Reference staff. During the 
first quarter, staff continued evaluating 
Library services and planning marketing 
Strategies in order to enhance existing 
services and to encourage greater use of 
them by primary clientele. Constant 


speculation by the media throughout the 
spring of the likelihood of a fall general 
election gave impetus to these plans and 30 
August 1990 was set as the target date for 
all phases to be completed. This proved 
fortuitous since the significant changes in the 
composition of the membership of the 
Legislature following the general election of 
6 September required orientation of a large 
number of new Members and caucus staff. 


Staff Committees 


Three staff committees were established to 
concentrate on current awareness 
publications, Library orientation kits and 
Library information guides. 


The Current Awareness Publications 
Committee prepared user surveys for each 
of the current awareness publications and 
distributed them to subscribers in late May 
to obtain feedback on the usability, 
readability, timeliness and value of each. 
The survey responses reflected the diversity 
of the clients and their information needs 
and presented a challenge to be met. A 
number of client suggestions were 
incorporated into the publications, including 
changes in the subject coverage and in the 
titles included. The Committee also 
submitted a report recommending substantial 
changes to the format and contents of Memo 
to Members = Le Bloc-notes du député 
which were subsequently approved by the 
Executive Director and implemented in the 
fall of 1990. 


The Library Guides Committee prepared 
guidelines for the production of pathfinders 
and other information guides designed to 
provide succinct information on_ topics 
ranging from How a Government Bill 
Becomes Law and Parliamentary Language 
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Defined to concise lists of sources for 
Keeping Up With Queen’s Park and a list of 
publications for a Member’s Office 
Reference Collection. Using desktop 
publishing software, the Branch was able to 
produce all publications in house. These 
items are prominently displayed in the 
Library, and all newly created ones are 
distributed with current awareness 
publications as issued. 


The Library Orientation Committee designed 
an eye-catching new cover for the 
orientation kit and completely rewrote the 
contents of the kit to emphasize the various 
Library services and provide easy-to-use 
guides to its collections. The kits were 
distributed at the New Members’ Seminar 
held on 27 September 1990, and additional 
copies were distributed to all Members’ 
offices in mid-October. 


While these publications were in 
preparation, a staff committee developed a 
timetable for implementing the various 
phases of orientation and for distributing 
promotional materials. It was decided that 
initial efforts were to be concentrated on 
familiarizing new Members and their staff 
with the Library’s services, followed by 
refresher orientation tours for returning 
Members and their staff. Plans also included 
a Members’ reception scheduled for late 
November, distribution of current awareness 
publications to all Members’ offices and an 
exhibit of Library publications in the display 
case inside the Library entrance. To assist 
Members and their staff in identifying 
Library staff, all Information and Reference 
Services personnel began wearing name 
tags. 


The Library’s use statistics indicate that 
these various efforts were successful. 


Despite the fact that the Legislature was not 
in session for more than five months of the 
1990/91 fiscal year and that there was no 
committee activity during the summer 
recess, reference inquiries were up 21 
percent over the previous year. Sixty-four 
percent of Members’ offices used the 
Library in the first month of the new 
Parliament, and in the five-month period 
from November 1990 to 31 March 1991, all 
130 Members’ offices made use of 
information and reference services. Usage of 
the Current Data File, which contains 
biographical material on Members and 
selected new clippings on a wide range of 
subjects relevant to the Legislature, 
increased by 35 percent. The number of 
Library tours increased by 71.2 percent and 
circulation of books and other materials by 
11.6 percent. 


Service Enhancements 


Several other steps were taken to streamline 
and improve service delivery. In June and 
December 1990, the House opted to extend 
hours of sitting during the last eight 
sessional days, under Standing Order 6 
(b)(i). On each of these days, the Library 
remained open for service until the House 
rose. 


A flyer designed to familiarize constituency 
office staff with the Library services 
available to them was distributed to 
Members’ offices in early November and 
resulted in a significant increase in the 
volume of inquiries coming directly from 
constituency offices. Use of fax equipment 
greatly improved the Library’s ability to 
deliver information promptly to both the 
constituency offices and Members’ offices at 
Queen’s Park.

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Since November 1990, all information 
packages prepared in response to reference 
inquiries have included a transmittal sheet 
indicating which Library staff member 
assembled the package as well as other 
information which might prove useful to the 
client. These are intended to assist the client 
with a convenient way to contact the 
appropriate staff member whenever a 
follow-up is required. 


In October, the Information and Reference 
Services Branch began subscribing to the 
DOBIS service offered by the National 
Library of Canada to assist in identifying 
locations for books and periodical articles 
required to respond to information requests. 
This has made it possible to obtain more 
quickly documents not in the Library’s own 
collection. 


With the installation of the new telephone 
system on 1 March 1991, an answering 
machine was added to receive calls when 
both reference lines are occupied or after 
hours. In addition, a line was installed for 
TDD (Telecommunications Devices for the 
Deaf) equipment. Only a limited number of 
these machines were available, however, 
and the equipment had not been received by 
year-end. A closed-caption decoder was 
added to the video equipment in order to 
receive closed-captioned broadcasts, 
including the debates of the Legislature. 


Press releases issued by the three political 
party offices at Queen’s Park were 
organized and bound in order to ensure that 
individual items would not be lost. Although 
press releases are an important part of the 
record of party positions on a wide range of 
issues, the Library continues to experience 
difficulty securing copies of all such 
releases. 


In November 1990, the Library began 
preparing a record of Written Questions on 
PC File+ software and made it available to 
the Office of the Clerk and caucus offices. 
This publication complements the Library’s 
Status of Bills Report = Etat des projets de 
loi which is also available on request to 
Members’ and caucus staff. 


The Library’s six-year old stationwagon, 
used to transport materials between the 
various locations of the Library and to 
obtain items from other libraries in the city, 
was replaced with a new van in July. 


Projects for Heritage Years 


Information and Reference Services staff 
continued to work on projects for the 
celebration of Ontario’s Heritage Years, 
1991 to 1993. Work was completed on the 
updating and annotating of two Library 
publications -- Select Committees of the 
Legislative Assembly of Ontario 1867-1978 
and Royal Commissions and Commissions of 
Inquiry, 1867-1984. Work will continue 
during 1991 to complete these bibliographies 
for the period from 1792 to 1867. 


Research also continued on the history of 
the Library which, when completed, will 
cover the period from 1792 to the present. In 
addition to work on these projects, Library 
staff provided assistance to other staff of the 
Legislative Assembly who were working on 
a variety of projects ranging from displays 
to information on the history of the 
Legislative Building. 


French Language Services 
Although the demand for services in French 


continued to be infrequent, all orientation, 
current awareness publications and 


information guides were prepared in both 
French and English. As well, three staff 
members continued with French language 
training offered through French Training 
and Education Services. 


Bob Gardner, a long-time member of the 
Information and Reference Services staff 
who has been receiving French language 
training, spent from mid-January to mid- 
February 1991 working at the Bibliothéque 
de l’Assemblée nationale in Quebec City. 
This opportunity, made available by the 
generous cooperation of the Directeur de la 
Bibliothéque de 1’ Assemblée nationale, was 
intended to provide Mr. Gardner with a 
French immersion environment in which to 
improve his language skills, as well as to 
forge important links with Quebec 
colleagues for valuable information-sharing.

Since it is not possible to add significant 
new files to the Geac system in the short 
term, Information and Reference Services 
staff proceeded with development of 
microcomputer applications to provide better 
information about the periodicals collection 
and the file of Written Questions. Staff also 


provided input on the Branch’s requirements 
for computer services to an _ outside 
consultant appointed to review existing 
facilities and recommend future action. 


Over the past year, the Library acquired 
additional CD-ROM (Compact Disk-Read 


Only Memory) databases, bringing the total i 


to five as of 31 March 1991. As had been 
anticipated, the Library has been able to 
make extensive use of CD-ROM products 
and to reduce its global searching costs. 
Although the overall volume of online 
commercial database searches was down 
13.5 percent from 1989/90, the total 
increased by 36 percent when combined 
with CD-ROM searches. The acquisition of 
Micromedia’s Microlog on CD in February 
1991 is expected to provide more convenient 
access to Canadian federal, provincial and 
municipal government publications. The 
Library continues to subscribe to 21 
commercial database systems. In June 1990, 
the Conference Board of Canada database

Serials 


Staff completed the Legislative Library’s list 
of serials holdings which will be included in 
the forthcoming Ontario Government 
Libraries Council (OGLC) Union List of 
Serials. Although the compilation of the 
listing was very time-consuming, this Union 
List is an important resource to the 
Legislative Library and all OGLC libraries 
for sharing serials. In August 1990, the 
Library transferred certain older British 
legal materials, including a valuable set of 
British case law known as the British 
Nominatives, to the Library of the Ministry 
of the Attorney General. Over the past

several years, this set has been used only by 
members of the Attorney General’s staff and 
has suffered from the poor environmental 
conditions in the Legislative Library. As 
part of the agreement to transfer these items, 
the Ministry of the Attorney General 
undertook to guarantee secured, properly air 
conditioned facilities. 


Staff 


Within Information and Reference Services, 
the rotation of reference desk staff into the 
Reference Research Unit continued over the 
past year. This rotation provides 
opportunities for staff to work on all types 
of information inquiries received in the 
Branch, as well as opportunities to develop 
the specialized skills required to handle in- 
depth information searches. 


On 22 June 1990, the Library honoured the 
memory of a former colleague, Eleanor 
Barnes, who died in July 1989, with a 
reception for family and friends and the 
mounting of her portrait near the Library’s 
legal collection to which she had a great 
commitment. 


Press Clipping Service Section 


The Press Clipping Service provides current 
coverage from 19 Ontario daily and three 
weekly newspapers to Members of the 
Legislature, their staff, caucus staff and 
senior staff of the Office of the Assembly. 
A list of the newspapers which are 
monitored and clipped appears in Appendix 
be 


Toronto Press Today 


Toronto Press Today = Aujourd’hui dans la 
presse de Toronto is compiled each morning 


from The Globe and Mail, The Toronto 
Star, The Toronto Sun and The Financial 
Post, to provide a daily consolidation of 
articles, columns and editorial comment of 
interest to legislators. It continued to be 
increasingly popular among Members and 
Office of the Assembly staff with the 
average number of copies distributed rising 
from 309 in 1989/90 to 338 in 1990/91, an 
increase of 9.4 percent. Although the Press 
Clipping Service continues to receive 
requests for new clients to be added to the 
distribution list, the capacity to ensure 
delivery by 9:30 a.m. each day has already 
been reached. 


The ever-increasing demand for Toronto 
Press Today prompted the Press Clipping 
Service to examine the possibility of early- 
morning fax distribution to several sites 
simultaneously in order to provide earlier 
delivery and to serve Members whose 
offices are located outside the Legislative 
Precinct. However, the simultaneous 
transmission technology currently available 
was found to be prohibitively expensive, and 
sequential transmission would not have met 
the deadline requirements. The electronic 
transmission of data remains a longer-term 
goal of the Press Clipping Service and its 
possibilities will continue to be explored. In 
the meantime, the acquisition of a second 
high-speed photocopier in March 1991 will 
allow for more rapid production of Toronto 
Press Today and is expected to ensure fewer 
delays in delivery to clients. 


In order to respond to Members’ needs for 
timely province-wide coverage of the 1990 
general election campaign, the Press 
Clipping Service included regional news 
coverage in Toronto Press Today during that 
period. Originally intended as a section at 
the back of the daily publication, the volume 
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of regional coverage quickly necessitated a 
separate "Election Section" which was 
issued five times to Toronto Press Today 
clients. 


The election resulted in a major turnover in 
the list of clients for all publications issued 
by the Press Clipping Service and many new 
Members opted to subscribe. As of 31 
March 1991, 120 of the 130 Members’ 
offices, or 92.3 percent, were subscribing to 
Toronto Press Today. 


Press Highlights 


A record total of 13 issues of Press 
Highlights=Paru dans la _ presse was 
produced during the year in response to 
developments on the federal and provincial 
scenes. Coverage of constitutional issues 
dominated activities: six issues highlighted 
press coverage of the Meech Lake 
negotiations while two special issues were 
prepared for Members of the Select 
Committee on Ontario in Confederation. 
The latter contained news coverage of the 
Committee’s hearings from across Ontario 
and included articles from newspapers 
regularly clipped by the Press Clipping 
Service, as well as articles from other 
papers in the Library’s collection published 
in cities where the Committee conducted 
hearings. This special coverage will continue 
into the 1991/92 fiscal year in order to keep 
Members’ up-to-date on _ constitutional 
developments. Other issues covered in Press 
Highlights included the Federal and Ontario 
budgets, Ontario election results and the 
Ontario Speech from the Throne. 


Provincial Press 


Provincial Press = Dans la _ presse 
provinciale contains clippings from 17 
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Ontario daily and weekly newspapers chosen 
to provide regional coverage from across the 
province on topics of interest to legislators. 
Seven subject sections and one French 
language section are issued on a weekly 
basis, and, as of 31 March 1991, 126 
clients, or 55.3 percent of all clients, were 
subscribing to the service, up from 119 in 
March of 1990. Since the election of 
September 1990, there has been a steady 
increase in demand for this service among 
the new Members. In particular, demand has 
increased for Section 6, which includes 
clippings on economic, financial and legal 
issues, with 82 Provincial Press clients, or 
65.1 percent, receiving this service, up from 
a total of 58 in March 1990. As of 31 
March 1991, 78 Members’ offices were 
receiving Provincial Press. 


Staff 


In mid-February, Robert Johnson, Manager 
of the Press Clipping Service for the past 
four years, began sick leave and, at the end 
of February, Margaret Heslin, Assistant 
Manager, commenced maternity leave. 
Donna Burton, Information and Reference 
Librarian for Serials, was appointed Acting 
Manager of the Press Clipping Service in 
addition to her other responsibilities. 


Legislative Research Service Branch 


The Legislative Research Service provides 
research assistance to individual Members 
on request, to committees of the House at 
the request of their chairs and to senior 
officers of the Office of the Assembly. In 
accordance with its objectives, the Service 
also prepares papers for conferences such as 
the Commonwealth Parliamentary 
Association and the Association 


internationale des parlementaires de langue 
francaise. 


As of 31 March 1991, there were 16 
complement research officers and one 
contract research officer replacing a member 
of complement staff who is on secondment. 
Their collective subject specialties include 
law, political science, public administration, 
economics, finance, environmental studies, 
urban planning, history and sociology. Full 
use is made of the subject expertise of staff 
who also function as generalists when 
required. During the 2nd Session of the 
34th Parliament and the Ist session of the 
35th Parliament, the type, range and 
complexity of issues varied greatly. In 
recent years, there has been a tendency for 
Members to request lengthy and 
comprehensive analyses of extremely 
complex issues. Work for committees 
remains an important component of the 
Service and, since September 1990, the 
number of requests from __ individual 
Members has increased. 


The number of research requests received 
during the year was 1,659, a decrease of 
412, or 19.9 percent, from 1989/90. The 
decrease was attributable to the House not 
sitting for nearly five months because of the 
general election campaign and subsequent 
formation of a new government. 


Service to Committees 


Research officers assigned to committees 
prepare background papers, gather and 
analyze information, present oral briefings 
to committees, prepare summaries and 
analyses of briefs and testimony received 
and draft reports on the findings and 
recommendations of the committees. 
During 1990/91, research officers provided 
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support on a continuing basis to all standing 
and select committees of the House. 


Each committee has a principal research 
officer and one or more additional research 
officers as necessitated by the workload or 
the issues before it which might require a 
particular type of expertise. The principal 
research officer assigned to a committee 
attends all subcommittee as well as 
committee meetings and keeps other 
assigned research officers informed about all 
issues to enable the latter to attend in case of 
an emergency or to assist at peak work 
periods. The principal research officer stays 
in continuous touch with the chair. By 
having a team approach and full back-up 
system, uninterrupted service to committees 
is assured. 


Research support, which usually includes the 
writing of interim or sessional reports 
(depending on the mandate of the 
committee), was provided to ten standing 
committees: Administration of Justice; 
Finance and Economic Affairs; General 
Government; Government Agencies; Public 
Accounts; Legislative Assembly; 
Ombudsman; Regulations and Private Bills; 
Resources Development; and _ Social 
Development. Research service was also 
provided to three select committees: 
Constitutional and Intergovernmental 
Affairs; Education; and the Role of Ontario 
in Confederation. 


The activities of the Select Committee on 
the Role of Ontario in Confederation 
illustrate the variety of challenges involved 
in providing research service to committees. 
From mid-January to mid-March 1991, the 
Committee conducted public hearings in 20 
Ontario communities, received presentations 


from over 600 individuals and groups and 
held a total of more than 70 meetings. For 
each community visited, a demographic 
study was prepared for the Committee by a 
research assistant. Two research officers 
travelled with the Committee to summarize 
the oral and written submissions received. 
A third research officer, in Toronto, 
prepared material which was faxed to the 
Committee on a daily basis. Following the 
completion of public hearings, research 
officers and support staff worked overtime 
in order to complete the draft interim report 
which was prepared to meet tight deadlines 
and modified several times in accordance 
with the directions of the Committee. On 
21 March 1991, the interim report was 
tabled in the House in accordance with the 
deadline established in December 1990. 


Over the course of the year, use of the 
Legislative Research Service by committees 
saves the Assembly many thousands of 
dollars that might otherwise be spent on fees 
for outside consultants. Moreover, the use 
of research officers, who are trained to work 
in teams assigned according to subject 
expertise and who are familiar with the 
Assembly, its political culture and the 
committee system, ensures optimum use of 
staff and Members’ time. Based on the 
salaries and benefits of research officers and 
support staff and the cost of equipment and 
supplies budgeted by the Legislative 
Research Service for the 1990/91 fiscal 
year, the cost of providing research service 
to committees has been calculated to be 
$50.94 per hour. By comparison, a 
consulting firm paying comparable salaries 
and benefits could be expected to bill 
between $81.47 and $101.84 per hour based 
on the industry norm, exclusive of support 
staff costs. 
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Current Issue Papers 


In addition to its regular work for Members 
and committees, the Legislative Research 
Service publishes analytical reports on 
current issues of general interest to 
legislators. Since 1981, when the first 
Current Issue Paper was published, 118 
have been produced, 21 of them during 
1990/91. These papers usually are about 25 
pages in length, include footnotes and 
bibliographies and cover a variety of timely 
topics of relevance to Members. 


Subjects covered by Current Issue Papers 


published in 1990/91 were: the 
environmental assessment process in 
Ontario; citizen participation in the 


protection of the environment; a_ basic 
environmental bookshelf; Ontario’s first 
timber management class environmental 
assessment; the management of municipal, 
hazardous and_ radioactive wastes; 
Chernobyl, Three Mile Island and beyond; 
preservation of agricultural land; 
conservation authorities in Ontario; Ontario 
and the "Four Motors" of Europe; 
interprovincial trade barriers; the financial 
services sector and regulatory responsibility; 
an overview of the draft Consumer and 
Business Practices Code; an overview of the 
Senate; Senate reform; the sunsetting of 
government agencies, boards and 
commissions; an overview of the Ontario 
Legislature; the authority of the Board of 
Internal Economy; the role of the Office of 
the Assembly; how a Member of the 
Legislative Assembly can acquire 
government information; and the role of the 
backbencher. 


In most years, the Research Service 
produces about 12 papers; however, because 
there was a five-month period when neither 


the House nor the committees were sitting, 
the research officers prepared 21 papers. 
During 1990/91, there were 1,275 requests 
for Current Issue Papers, an increase of 
142.4 percent from the previous fiscal year. 
Papers prepared in earlier years are 
regularly updated or, if outdated, withdrawn 
from circulation. 


In-House Discussions 


During the past year, the Legislative 
Research Service continued to sponsor 
in-house discussions on the work of the 
Legislature and related activities. Initiated 
in September 1983, these discussions are 
open to all employees of the Legislative 
Library as part of staff development. The 
speakers for 1990/91 were: Brigid 
O’Reilly, Commissioner, Pay Equity 
Commission (May 1990); Milan Then, 
Director of Communications, Office of the 
Ombudsman (October 1990); and Lorne 
Bozinoff, Vice President, Gallup Canada 
(January 1991). Arrangements for these 
speakers were once again made by Philip 
Kaye, Senior Legal Research Officer. 


In November 1990, a joint meeting of the 
Legislative Research Service staff and the 
Legislative Interns was held on the subject 
of constitutional reform. The speaker was 
Andrew Cohen, a senior editor/columnist 
with the Financial Post and author of A 
Deal Undone: The Making and Breaking of 
the Meech Lake Accord. 


Collections Development Section 


The Collections Development Section is 
responsible for the selection and 
preservation of material for the Library. 
The types of material selected include 
books, serials, journals, reports, 
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microforms, maps, audio and video cassettes 
and CD-ROM disks’ published by 
government and commercial enterprises. 
Material is chosen in a variety of formats 
always with the intention of meeting the 
information and research needs of the 
Library’s clientele. Collections 
Development librarians are responsible for 
selection and retention policies and for 
preparing Selected New Titles = Sélection 
de nouveautés, a monthly current awareness 
publication. 


Material selected for the Library reflects the 
issues relevant to the Legislature and its 
committees and includes topics relating to 
current social and political issues. During 
1990/91, the Library acquired many 
important items relating to the Meech Lake 
Accord and Canadian constitutional issues. 
Other significant items were acquired on 
automobile insurance, affordable housing, 
native affairs, waste management, the 
environment (including the greenhouse effect 
and ozone depletion) and on the integration 
of Europe in 1992. Some of the more 
important titles added to the collection are 
listed as Notable Acquisitions in Appendix 
a 


The French language collection continued to 
grow. During 1990/91, approximately 135 
new titles were added to this collection, 
including 120 books and 15 serials. A title 
of note is Les médias et vous: un guide de 
survie by Nadeau, Beaulieu & Associés, a 
manual on how to prepare for and conduct 
media interviews and relations. 


Collection Growth 
Although the entire materials budget for 


1990/91 was spent, fewer items were 
ordered and received. Orders placed were 


down 22 percent and items received were 
down 9 percent compared with 1989/90. 
The 13 percent difference between the items 
ordered and received is due to the unusually 
high number of items which were ordered 
during 1989/90 but which were not received 
until early 1990/91. At least two factors 
contributed to the decline in the number of 
orders placed. First, the cost of materials 
was higher than had been anticipated. 
Second, selection has become more rigorous 
and a more intensive effort is being made to 
ensure that the most appropriate material is 
being added to the collection. 


The average cost of books purchased by the 
Library increased by 10 percent over the 
previous year. Newspaper subscription 
costs took an unprecedented leap when 
federal government postal subsidies were 
removed on_ second-class mail. he 
majority of the Library’s newspapers arrive 
by mail and their costs doubled when the 
newspaper publishers passed on _ the 
increased mailing costs to the subscribers. 
The Library’s buying power was also 
affected when a major vendor of microforms 
removed the 10 percent discount and added 
10 percent to the price of its products. 


Despite some unanticipated price increases, 
a number of areas of the Library’s collection 
grew in 1990/91; two in particular should be 
noted. The videocassette collection grew by 
11.2 percent and the audiocassette collection 
by 23.4 percent. Their growth reflects an 
increased interest by the Members in the 
value of the information contained in these 
formats. Other statistical information on 
collection growth is listed in Appendix 8. 


Gifts 


There was a 55.6 percent increase in the 
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number of gifts processed in 1990/91 (8,951 
compared to 5,753 in 1989/90), and 44 
percent of all gifts processed were added to 
the collection. Once again the Members, 
caucuses and research offices were very 
generous with their donations of papers, 
reports, briefs and surveys. The Library 
appreciates their continued support. 


The Library attempts to locate libraries and 
other institutions that can use the materials 
that are withdrawn. The Canadian Book 
Exchange Centre of the National Library of 
Canada receives the vast majority of these 
items, but other libraries, such as those of 
the Ministry of the Attorney General, Brock 
University and Sheridan College, received 
surplus and duplicate material from the 
Legislative Library in 1990/91. 


Of special note during the year was a 
shipment of five boxes sent to the Library of 
the National Assembly of Tanzania. The 
Chief Librarian, Philip A. Ntomola, who is 
in the process of establishing a 
parliamentary library, visited in late August 
1990, and the Library was pleased to supply 
him with material that his own library did 
not have and could not afford to purchase. 


Binding 


The Binding Committee, chaired by the 
Collections Development Librarian, 
continued its role of evaluating the Library’s 
binding and _ preservation needs. 
Approximately one thousand items were 
rebound as part of a multi-year project to 
rebind and maintain the non-government 
collections. In addition, the Committee 
assessed the condition of the collection of 
Ontario legislative materials and investigated 
possible means for their preservation, 
including rebinding, archival boxing and

alternative formats such as microfilming and 
optical disk technology. 


Conservation 


Collections Development initiated several 
conservation projects during the year. The 
Library holds 37 old maps dating from the 
mid- to late 1800s relating primarily to 
Ontario and has taken steps to preserve them 
by cleaning their surfaces, making minor 
paper repairs aS appropriate and 
encapsulating them to retard deterioration. 
These maps are scarce and represent an 
important contribution in tracing Ontario’s 
growth and development. The Library has 
also made efforts to preserve its collection 
of Ontario county atlases. Published in the 
1870s and 1880s, these atlases, now scarce, 
were rebound and, where necessary, the 
paper repaired to preserve it from further 
deterioration. 


Another rebinding project involved the 
Upper Canada Gazette. First issued on 18 
April 1793, the Upper Canada Gazette was 
the first newspaper published in Upper 
Canada. Initially, it was a newspaper issued 
by the provincial government _ that 
concentrated on publishing government 
notices and proclamations but it also 
included news and advertisements of local 
enterprises. The Gazette continued 
publication until 1849, and the Library has 
the most complete set of the original issues 
known to exist. 


Technical Services and Systems Branch 


The Technical Services and Systems Branch 
is responsible for the acquisition, 
bibliographic control and processing of 
materials added to the Library’s collections 
and for the Library’s Geac Automated 
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Support System. It serves Members of the 
Legislative Assembly indirectly by providing 
support services for the other branches of 
the Legislative Library. 


Leased Premises 


Two significant events during 1990/91 
related to the leased premises at 180 Bloor 
Street West which house the Branch and the 
Checklist and Catalogue Service Section. 
First, an electrical fire the weekend of 14-15 
July 1990 left the building without power 
for one day and_ without general 
ventilation/air conditioning systems for the 
next six working days. Elevator service was 
also restricted during this period. Since the 
computer which maintains the Geac Library 
System is housed at the Bloor Street 
premises, these occurrences had an impact 
on virtually all Library operations. The 
online modules were not operational for 
two-and-a-half days. Systems staff and a 
skeleton group of other Technical Services 
workers kept the office open at temperatures 
over 30 degrees Celsius. Alternative work 
was designated for the majority of Technical 
Services’ staff in the Library in the 
Legislative Building; some staff worked 
short shifts at Bloor Street as well. Several 
terminals were temporarily relocated to the 
main Library allowing some Technical 
Services’ activities to continue, albeit at a 
reduced rate of productivity. 


Second, the Gulf War caused concern to 
staff about building security at Bloor Street 
since the Israeli Consulate is a tenant of the 
building. Pamela Stoksik, Director of 
Technical Services and Systems, requested 
that measures be taken by the Office of the 
Assembly to ensure the safety and protection 
of the staff. The Sergeant-at-Arms and the 
Ontario Provincial Police Branch 


subsequently investigated the security 
measures in effect at the building and 
ascertained that they were adequate. 


Acquisitions 


One of the main responsibilities of the 
Acquisitions Section is to receive and pay 
for the Library’s 2,600 serial subscriptions. 
In recent years, the Library has used three 
major Canadian subscription agents -- 
Canebsco Subscription Services Ltd., Faxon 
Canada Ltd. and SMS Canada Limited -- to 
handle a small number of general interest 
titles and has ordered the rest direct from 
the publishers or from smaller, specialized 
agents. This year a project was undertaken 
to consolidate a large number of titles with 
one agent in order to streamline ordering 
and invoice payments, reduce service charge 
rates and take advantage of the extensive 
serials management, budgeting and status 
information that large agents routinely 
provide. 


In June 1990, all of the three main agents 
were invited to quote on a list representing 
the majority of the Library’s priced titles. 
Because Faxon Canada and SMS Canada 
merged over the summer to form 
Faxon/SMS Canada, only two quotes were 
received. In September 1990, Canebsco 
Subscription Services Ltd., located in 
Scarborough, was chosen. 


Transfer of responsibility for 1,650 titles 
(approximately 63 percent of priced serials 
titles) began in October 1990 and is 
expected to be completed by October 1991. 
Although the transfer has gone smoothly so 
far, the last half of the fiscal year was a 
period of intensive work for Acquisitions 
staff. 
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Due mainly to consolidation of titles through 
Canebsco, the number of individual invoices 
processed by Acquisitions staff dropped 23 
percent this year. Since the Library is able 
to load Canebsco invoices from computer 
tape, thus eliminating manual keying, this 
results in significant savings in staff time. 
Regular loading of computerized invoice 
tapes from John Coutts Library Service, the 
Library’s book jobber, was also initiated. 


As a result of work completed this year, up- 
to-date receipt information for the Library’s 
8,000 currently-received serials is now 
available to any staff member with access to 
the acquisitions system. Federal depository 
monographs were also added to the 
acquisitions system for the first time. In 
November 1990, the Acquisitions Section 
was able to provide, for the first time, lists 
of periodical titles regularly routed to each 
staff member. The lists were produced 
using Router software and a microcomputer. 


Regular claiming, begun for monographs 
last year, was extended to serials. The total 
number of books and monographs claimed 
increased by 9 percent, to over 2,500 items. 


The overall number of orders placed 
decreased for a second year, again reflecting 
higher costs of materials. While orders for 
priced government publications increased by 
14 percent, orders for commercial books 
and serials fell by 29 percent, resulting in an 
overall decrease of 22 percent. Not 
surprisingly, with fewer orders placed, 
commercial books received by the Library 
were down 9 percent from last year. 


The number of government publications 
received declined by 5 percent. This 
category includes not only discretionary 
orders but also automatic receipts such as 


books and serials received through the 
federal and Ontario depository systems, 
press releases, federal and _ provincial 
parliamentary papers, and exhibits and 
petitions tabled in the Legislature. The 
quantity of publications received in any one 
year depends largely on how productive 
governments, especially the Ontario 
government, have been. Receipts, which 
were up over 6 percent at the end of August 
1990, declined substantially after the Ontario 
provincial election. Most noticeable was a 
66 percent decrease in Ontario press 
releases, which ordinarily account for more 
than half of government non-serial receipts. 


Cataloguing 


The Authorities Project, begun in May 
1989, was completed in June 1990. The 
purpose of an authorities file is to relate 
various forms of a name or subject to the 
authorized form of that name or subject so 
that searchers of the online catalogue may 
locate all forms with one search. 


The last three months’ work on the project 
was done by Sandra Craig, a cataloguer in 
the Cataloguing Section. The final statistics 
for the project were: 68,105 authority 
headings reviewed; 2,914 changes to 
authority records; 1,876 authority records 
deleted; 70 new authority records created; 
3,542 changes to bibliographic records; and 
857 records completed to allow the proper 
form of heading to appear in the catalogue. 


As a result of the completion of the 
Authorities Project, new authorities 
maintenance procedures were developed and 
implemented in November 1990. Due to the 
complexity of maintaining authorities on the 
Geac System, one cataloguing librarian was 
assigned to oversee authorities maintenance 
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procedures. It is necessary to allow up to 
one working day a month to check system- 
generated reports which document activities 
related to maintenance and _ continued 
development of the authority file. 


During 1990/91, all of the cataloguers spent 
an increased amount of time on authorities 
maintenance, particularly in the early 
months of reviewing the reports and 
developing new procedures. In November, 
cataloguers began to include subject 
authorities maintenance in their regular 
cataloguing routines. Prior ¥ (oer ine 
Authorities Project, newly assigned subject 
headings had been checked by the 
cataloguers for their validity only but were 
not coded as authority records. This is an 
added step in the cataloguing process. 


Another special project completed this year 
by the cataloguing librarians was the 
conversion to automated format of catalogue 
records for all periodicals currently received 
by the Library. This means that records for 
these materials are now accessible in the 
online catalogue. 


Work is continuing on the conversion of all 
catalogue records to automated format, as 
well as the retrospective cataloguing of the 
government documents collection. 


Overall, statistical indicators for cataloguing 
were down 7.5 percent over 1989/90. This 
is directly attributable to the following 
factors: 


= A decline in the receipt of new materials 
made possible an increase in retrospective 
cataloguing which is much more time- 
consuming and labour-intensive than 
cataloguing of current materials.

Systems 


During 1990/91, the Systems staff produced 
a new loose-leaf User’s Guide to the Geac 
System. Reference staff were given 
refresher training in online catalogue use, 
concentrating on the authorities features 
introduced in January 1990. A _ large 
number of new Library staff were trained to 
use the acquisitions module and the online 
catalogue. Boolean search capability was 
introduced, although it was limited to one 
terminal in the Reference office because of 
poor response time and request-handling 
instability. A new microfiche catalogue was 
produced in December 1990 as a backup to 
the online catalogue. 


System uptime for the year was 98.1 
percent. Of the downtime, 19.7 percent was 
for scheduled maintenance; 32.2 percent was 
for hardware or software problems; and 
48.1 percent was directly attributable to 
interruption of air conditioning in the 
computer room. The July electrical fire 
resulted in two and a half days downtime 
and accounted for 66.5 percent of the total 
system downtime. 


The 1989/90 Annual Report recorded that an 
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audit of the Geac System was performed in 
October 1989 as a first step in a more 
comprehensive system evaluation. Although 
the audit indicated that some improvement in 
response time could be gained through a 
major hardware upgrade, no improvement in 
system functionality could be realized. The 
final major upgrade to Acquisitions software 
was installed in August 1990; the last 
release of Geac Online Catalogue software 
was installed during the 1989/90 fiscal year. 
The software is deficient in important areas, 
including authority control and boolean 
search capability. 


Staffing 


Beginning in February 1991, a cataloguing 
librarian, Sandra Craig, took the opportunity 
to fill the position of Sessional Librarian in 
the Information and Reference Services 
Branch, working two days a week for a six- 
month period. It is hoped that the 
arrangement will be beneficial to both 
branches in achieving a better understanding 
of the requirements of co-workers in other 
areas of the Library and that, at some future 
date, a reference librarian will work in the 
Cataloguing Section for a specified time 
period. Helen Brown, formerly of the 
Checklist and Catalogue Service, was hired 
as a part-time cataloguer during Ms. Craig’s 
secondment. 


Checklist and Catalogue Service Section 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service is 
responsible for cataloguing all Ontario 
government publications issued by ministries 
and other bodies designated as Schedule I 
agencies by Directive 6-2 of the 
Management Board of Cabinet. English and 
foreign-language materials are described in 
English with English subject access; French 


language materials are described in French 
with French subject access. The cataloguing 
data are available to users through the 
Legislative Library’s online catalogue. 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service 
compiles and edits two serial publications 
that are published and distributed by the 
Ministry of Government Services. The 
Monthly Checklist = Liste mensuelle lists all 
new books, pamphlets, maps and microfiche 
received by the Checklist and Catalogue 
Service during the preceding month. This 
publication alerts libraries and_ other 
institutions and individuals to new Ontario 
government publications and provides price 
and order information. 


The Annual Catalogue = Catalogue annuel 
cumulates the 12 issues of the Monthly 
Checklist with some additions and changes. 
As a bibliography of the government’s 
publishing activity, it includes the issues of 
serials published during the year. Updated 
information about availability is included for 
publications distributed centrally by the 
Ministry of Government Services. 


Most of the statistical indicators for 1990/91 
rose over the previous year. The total 
number of items catalogued increased 16.1 
percent. This included an increase of 13.8 
percent in the number of titles received from 
Publications Ontario through its central 
warehouse facility. The Section’s continued 
aggressive acquisitions procedures to obtain 
titles not distributed centrally again included 
on-site visits to information centres as well 
as telephone calls and letters. The number of 
publications available direct from publishers 
increased by 9.3 percent, and documents 
were available from a larger number of 
places than before. 
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The Canadian Cataloguing in Publication 
(CIP) program provides cataloguing data for 
Ontario government publications in advance 
of publication. Conducted under the 
auspices of the National Library, CIP is 
produced in English or French, depending 
on the language of the projected publication. 
Although one ministry and one agency that 
had not previously participated in the 
program each requested CIP data for a 
publication, the overall statistics for the 
program were down 34.3 percent. 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service 
participates in other cooperative activities. 
International standard numbers (ISBN/ISSN) 
are assigned to Ontario government 
publications thereby enhancing bibliographic 
control both within the government and 
nationally. The number of ISBN 
assignments in 1990/91 declined slightly 
from the previous year. The Checklist and 
Catalogue Service documents for the 
National Library of Canada the changes in 
Ontario government serial titles that 
necessitate the assignment of new ISSNs. 
Annual reports require careful monitoring 
since publishers sometimes change the 
format from separate English and French 
editions to bilingual formats and then back 
to separate editions. 


In cooperation with Publications Ontario of 
the Ministry of Government Services, the 
Checklist and Catalogue Service arranges for 
key Ontario government publications to be 
microfiched in order to ensure their 
continued availability. The number of 
documents sent for microfiching in 1990/91 
rose 11.6 percent over the previous year. 
The Manager of the Checklist and Catalogue 
Service maintains regular contact with 
Publications Ontario on this and other 
matters of mutual concern. 


In January 1991, the Ministry of 
Government Services again changed both the 
typesetter and the printer of the Monthly 
Checklist. For the first time, the Ministry 
required that the typesetter selected by 
tender typeset sample data for the approval 
of the Checklist and Catalogue Service 
before the contract was awarded. This 
resulted in less delay in typesetting the 
January issue of the Monthly Checklist than 
in the two previous years. 


The staffing situation was stable throughout 
1990/91 with the addition of one summer 
student to help with the increasing volume 
of work. 


French Language Services 


Services in French have been fully in place 
at the Library since the French Language 
Services Act, 1986, became effective on 19 
November 1989. During the period under 
review, the Library continued to offer its 
clientele a full array of these services. 
These included answering reference and 
other enquiries in French, corresponding in 
that language, providing French subject 
headings to publications in French, 
producing current awareness publications, 
information guides and Current Issue Papers 
in French, and featuring bilingual displays. 


The number of French language titles in the 
collection continued to increase in 1990/91. 
A number of staff in the Information and 
Reference Services Branch, the Legislative 
Research Service Branch, the Technical 
Services and Systems Branch, the Checklist 
and Catalogue Section and the Collections 
Development Section continued to upgrade 
their language skills so that service in 
French would be available at all times. 


Oe. 


Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to the 
Executive Director, continued to serve as 
the French Language Services Coordinator 
both for the Library and for the Legislative 
Assembly as a whole. 


Automated Support Systems 


The Legislative Library has had a substantial 
commitment to automated support systems 
for a number of years. At present, the 
Library operates six separate automated 
systems. Of these, two address library- 
specific applications, namely the Geac 
Library System, which is used for online 
cataloguing, catalogue access, acquisitions 
and serials control; and PCs, which are used 
for online searching of commercial 
databases. Three systems address the office 
automation requirements of the Library such 
as word processing and electronic mail; and 
one is used for up-to-date budgeting and 
financial commitment information. 


In December 1990, the Library decided to 
commission a strategic review to assist it in 
an analysis of its present automated support 
systems and to provide some preliminary 
feasibility modelling to address its future 
requirements. A request for proposal was 
issued on 18 December 1990 and in January 
1991 a contract was awarded to A.D. Parker 
& Associates, Toronto. 
Specifically, the review was deemed 
necessary for a number of reasons: 


@ the capacity of the major automated 
support system (Geac) is_ being 
approached and no longer meets the 
desired support levels; 


m™ the Geac system has a number of 
deficiencies relative to the productivity 


and informational needs of the Library; 


™ requests for new and more varied forms 
of information are placing additional 
demands on the Library; 


™ in the past, solutions in response to 
particular demands have resulted in a 
proliferation of systems; 


® evolving technology is providing new 
opportunities to facilitate the fulfilment of 
the Library’s role in _ providing 
information to its clientele and to increase 
productivity. 


The overall purpose of the review was to 
provide Library management with an 
independent assessment of current and future 
needs and_ guidelines for further 
investigation and action. The specific 
objectives of the review were to compile a 
list of present deficiencies, to identify future 
needs, to outline broad future system 
requirements and feasibility issues which 
must be addressed and to recommend a 
future plan of action. 


At the end of March 1991, the consultant 
presented his report, A Review of 
Requirements and Strategic Directions for 
Automated Support Systems, which will be 
reviewed in detail by the senior staff of the 
Library. 


Management Advisory Committee 


The Management Advisory Committee, 
established by’ the Board of Internal 
Economy in December 1987, held 19 
meetings during the period under review. 
The Committee, consisting of the Speaker, 
ex officio, the Clerk of the Legislative 
Assembly as Chair, the Executive Director 
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of the Legislative Library, the Executive 
Director of Assembly Services and the 
Controller, is charged with the responsibility 
for reviewing all matters relating to the 
Office of the Assembly and for making 
recommendations to the Board. Topics dealt 
with included an organizational review of 
the Finance Branch, the performance 
appraisal process, the committee budget 
process, revision of the Manual of 
Administration, the telephone system, 
production of Hansard and expenditure 
processing controls. 


Ontario Government Libraries Council 


As in past years, several Library staff were 
active participants in the work of the 
Ontario Government Libraries Council, an 
umbrella organization which brings together 
representatives from over 60 libraries to 
discuss matters of common interest and 
concern. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director, once again represented the Library 
on the Council. Linda Reid, Manager of the 
Checklist and Catalogue Service, was also a 
member of the Council and chaired its 
Consultation/Placement Committee. Donna 
Burton, Information and Reference Services 
Librarian, served on the Council’s Pay 
Equity Committee while Bob Gardner, also 
an Information and Reference Services 
Librarian, continued as a regular contributor 
to the Council’s newsletter, Exchange, with 
his "Online/Automation News" column. 
Sandra Craig, Cataloguer in the Technical 
Services and Systems Branch, chaired the 
Council’s Continuing Education Committee. 


Association of Parliamentary Librarians 


The Association of Parliamentary Librarians 


of Canada/L’ Association des bibliothécaires 
parlementaires au Canada was founded at 
Queen’s Park, Toronto, in June 1975. The 
principal objectives of the Association are to 
improve parliamentary library service in 
Canada, to foster communication among 
members on matters of mutual interest, to 
identify issues requiring research and to 
encourage cooperation with _ related 
parliamentary officials and organizations. 
During the year, the Association held two 
meetings. Its one-day annual business 
meeting, attended by the Executive Director 
of the Legislative Library, was held in the 
Commonwealth Room, Centre _ Block, 
Ottawa, on 13 June 1990 in conjunction with 
the annual conference of the Canadian 
Library Association. 


The Association’s biennial conference was 
held in Winnipeg in the Legislative Reading 
Room, Legislative Building, and in the 
Woodsworth Building, 11-13 October 1990. 
The program sessions dealt with six topics:. 
the selection and implementation of 
integrated library systems, new technology 
at work, resource sharing in Canada, 
provision of quality client services, 
automating government documents 
collections and special problems in 
collection development. 


Brian Land, Executive Director, moderated 
the panel on "Special Problems in 
Collections Development" and also spoke on 
this topic. Mary Dickerson, Deputy 
Executive Director and _ Director of 
Information and Reference Services, made a 
presentation on "Marketing Library 
Services," and Bob Gardner, Librarian, 
Information and Reference Services, spoke 
on "Online Technologies and Issues." Brian 
Tobin, Manager of Collections 
Development, also attended the conference 
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which attracted representatives from eight 
legislative libraries, the Library of 
Parliament and the Northwest Territories 
Government Library. Marianne Scott, 
National Librarian of Canada, was a 
luncheon speaker. 


The Association’s annual statistical Survey of 
Parliamentary Libraries was again 
conducted by Wyley Powell, Executive 
Assistant to the Executive Director. The 
survey report for 1989/90 was distributed to 
APLIC members in October 1990. 


International Library Conferences 


With the permission of the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, the Executive 
Director, Brian Land, attended two library 
conferences in Scandinavia: the 46th 
General Conference of the International 
Federation of Library Associations and 
Institutions (IFLA) held in Stockholm, 
Sweden, 18-24 August 1990, and a pre- 
IFLA conference meeting of the IFLA 
Section of Parliamentary Libraries held in 
Oslo, Norway, 15-16 August. 


The theme of the Oslo meeting, which was 
held in the Bank of Norway, was "A Survey 
of Assistance and Development Programs 
for Parliamentary Libraries." Some twenty 
parliamentary librarians were present 
representing Korea, Turkey, Zimbabwe, 
Canada, the United States, the United 
Kingdom, the Federal Republic of Germany, 
Switzerland, Italy, Norway, Sweden and 
Finland. Papers were presented on the 
following topics: problems of library 
automation in developing countries, the 
technical cooperation program of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union, programs and 
activities of the West German Bundestag 
Administration, the development of 


legislative information services in the 
legislatures of Pakistan and south and 
southeast Asian parliaments, and _ the 
Commonwealth of Australia and parliament- 
to-parliament assistance in the southwest 
Pacific. The second day of the conference 
was held at the Storting, the Norwegian 
Parliament. Participants also visited 
Eidsvoll, the birthplace in 1814 of the 
Norwegian constitution. 


The theme of the General Conference in 
Stockholm, "Libraries -- Information for 
Knowledge," provided a comprehensive 
framework on which nine subtopics were 
built . These ranged from knowledge as a 
cultural dimension in society to libraries as 
promoters of international cooperation to 
methods and techniques for facilitating the 
use of libraries. More than 5,000 persons 
from 120 countries attended the General 
Conference, which was officially opened by 
H.M. King Carl XVI _ Gustav. In 
Stockholm, the Section of Parliamentary 
Libraries held two committee meetings, an 
open meeting and a workshop with a visit to 
the Riksdag, the Swedish Parliament. At 
the open meeting on 21 August, three papers 
were presented on the following topics: the 
challenge of change in Eastern Europe to the 
parliamentary libraries of the West; the 
Nordic Council and the Nordic Council of 
Ministers, the most important bodies for 
cooperation among Nordic countries; and 
the place of the library in the administrative 
structure of the parliament, which was 
presented by Erik J. Spicer, Parliamentary 
Librarian of Canada. On 23 August, there 
was a Section workshop on "Library and 
Information Services to the Swedish 
Parliament." After an introductory paper, 
Information for Members of the Parliament: 
A Personal View, by Daniel Tarschys, 
Member of the Riksdag, members of the 
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staff of the Library of the Riksdag presented 
papers on the various services it provides. 
Lunch in the dining room as guests of the 
Riksdag was followed by a tour of the 
Library and the research service. 


The success of the parliamentary meetings in 
Oslo and Stockholm was due in large part to 
the excellent planning and hospitality shown 
by the host librarians, Olaf Christian Torp, 
Parliamentary Librarian of the Storting, who 
has retired after forty years’ service to the 
Library, and his successor, Brit Floistad, 
and to Bengt Alexanderson, Parliamentary 
Librarian of the Riksdag and Secretary of 
the IFLA. Section of Parliamentary 
Libraries. 


Heritage Years 


The years 1991, 1992 and 1993 have been 
designated as Heritage Years by the 
Government of Ontario to commemorate 
several important historic events. The 
Legislative Library is contributing to these 
celebrations in a number of ways. During 
the year, the Library marked the coming 
into force of two historic Acts --The 
Constitutional Act (31 George III, c.31) and 
The Union Act (3 & 4 Victoria, c. 35). 
Both Acts were passed by the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom and played a significant 
part in the pre-Confederation history of 
Ontario. Facsimile editions of these two 
Acts are on display in the rotunda of the 
North Wing of the Legislative Building. 


The Constitutional Act, passed on 10 June 
1791 and proclaimed in force on 26 
December 1791, divided the old Province of 
Quebec, established by the Quebec Act of 
1774, into the provinces of Upper Canada 
(Ontario) and Lower Canada (Quebec). 
Under the Act, each province had a 


Lieutenant Governor responsible for calling, 
proroguing and dissolving the Legislature. 
Executive power was vested in_ the 
Legislative Governor, who was advised by 
an appointed body, the Executive Council, 
which performed the function of a Cabinet. 
The legislative power in each province was 
shared by two bodies: a Legislative Council 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor and 
an elected Legislative Assembly. The 
Constitutional Act was in force from 1791 to 
1841, and its passage marked the first step 
on the path that ultimately led to Canadian 
Confederation. 


The Union Act, passed on 23 July 1840, and 
proclaimed in force on 10 February 1841, 
reunified the provinces of Upper and Lower 
Canada as the Province of Canada. The Act 
established a single Parliament with a 
Governor General responsible for calling, 
proroguing and dissolving it. The Governor 
General was advised by an appointed 
Executive Council. The Act also provided 
for a Legislative Council appointed by the 
Governor General and for a Legislative 
Assembly with an equal number of 
representatives from both Canada West 
(Ontario) and Canada East (Quebec). By 
1848, the united Province of Canada had 
developed an organized party system making 
it possible to introduce responsible 
government which provided for the 
collective responsibility of the Cabinet to the 
majority in the elected legislature. The 
Union Act was in force from 1841 to 1867 
when Ontario and Quebec joined with Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick in forming the 
new Dominion of Canada. 


Arrangements for the reproduction of the 
Acts were made by the Legislative Library. 
Facsimiles of the two Acts were produced 
by Geremy Butler Photography, London, 
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England, with the permission of the House 
of Lords Record Office, which possesses the 
original manuscript scrolls. The special 
binding of the two Acts was done by Keith 
Felton of Felton Bookbinding, Georgetown, 
ON; the special inscriptions were 
individually lettered by Paul Conlan of 
Quillmark Design, Tottenham, ON; and the 
official seals were prepared by Dean 
Sherriff of Sherriff Illustration, Toronto. 


On 25 July 1990, Brian Land, Executive 
Director of the Legislative Library, together 
with Claude DesRosiers, Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly, and Gayle Laws, 
Executive Assistant to the Speaker, 
accompanied the Hon. Hugh Edighoffer, 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, to 
Quebec City to present facsimile editions of 
these two historic Acts to the Speaker of the 
National Assembly of Quebec, M. Jean- 
Pierre Saintonge. 


During the coming year, the Library will be 
issuing a number of publications, including 
one on the Speakers of the Legislature from 
1792 to 1992, to celebrate the Heritage 
Years. 


Staffing and Organization 


For administrative purposes, the Executive 
Director of the Legislative Library reports 
to the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly. 
(See Appendix 1.) The annual estimates of 
the Legislative Library are submitted in the 
first instance to the Management Advisory 
Committee and then to the Board of Internal 
Economy for review and _ approval. 
Subsequently, the Library’s estimates, along 
with those of other divisions of the Office of 
the Assembly, may be referred to the 
Standing Committee on the Legislative 
Assembly for review and approval before 


being submitted to the House for final 
approval. 


An organization chart of the Legislative 
Library appears in Appendix 2 and a staff 
roster in Appendix 15. As of 31 March 
1991, the number of full-time regular 
complement positions was 92 distributed as 
follows: Office of the Executive Director - 
5; Information and Reference Services - 28; 
Press Clipping Service - 8; Legislative 
Research Service - 21; Collections 
Development - 4; Technical Services and 
Systems - 22; Checklist and Catalogue 
Service - 4. There was also one part-time 
complement position in Information and 
Reference Services. In addition, the Library 
had four full-time or part-time unclassified 
contract positions, eight full-time summer 
students and 11 students who worked part- 
time during the fall of 1990 and spring of 
1991. 


During the year, a committee was set up to 
review the classification standards for 
librarians. The committee, which consisted 
of Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director and Director of Information and 
Reference Services, Pamela  Stoksik, 
Director of Technical Services and Systems, 
and Brian Land, Executive Director, worked 
closely with the Human Resources Branch of 
the Office of the Assembly and its Director, 
Ellen Schoenberger, to produce new 
classification standards for librarians. The 
new Library Information Services (LIS) 
Series, which makes provision for four 
levels of classification, covers professional 
library information service positions 
requiring a graduate degree from an 
accredited program in_ library and 
information science. The series came into 
effect on 1 January 1991. 
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In 1990/91, Library staff members classified 
in the Office Administrative Group, the 
Library Technician Group and the Library 
Information Services Series benefitted from 
the implementation of pay equity payouts in 
accordance with adjustments approved for 
comparable classifications in the Ontario 
Public Service. 


On 1 March 1991, the job titles of the 
positions of the three branch heads and one 
section head were changed from "head" to 
"director" and "manager" respectively. The 
purpose of the change was to bring the 
nomenclature used by the Library into line 
with that used in other divisions of the 
Office of the Assembly; no changes in 


Classification or salary ranges were 
involved. 
Staff Development 


During the year under review, the Library 
was represented at several conferences of 
library and library-related associations. 
These conferences enabled staff to attend 
sessions of particular interest and relevance 
to the Library, to share information, ideas 
and concerns with colleagues from other 
libraries and institutions and to contribute to 
furthering the objectives of the respective 
associations. 


Some 25. staff members attended 
conferences, continuing education 
workshops and seminars aimed at providing 
job enrichment and furthering personal 
development. The majority of these 
sessions were held in Metropolitan Toronto. 
The topics presented included computers in 
libraries, information science, issues in 
library management, constitutional issues, 
environmental concerns, housing issues, 


word processing, desktop _ publishing, 
database management, indexing, the 20th 
edition of the Dewey Decimal Classification 
System, presentation and listening skills, 
time and stress management, assessing 
leadership effectiveness, goal setting, career 
plannning, instruction in library use and 
labour relations. 


Staff Activities 


As in past years, Legislative Library staff 
actively took part in the work of the Office 
of the Assembly and of library and research- 
related organizations. 


Brian Land, Executive Director, continued 
to serve as a member of the Management 
Advisory Committee of the Office of the 
Assembly. On 23 November 1990, he acted 
as Convenor for the President’s Program 
session at the annual conference of the 
Ontario Library Association, Toronto, on 
"Total Quality Management." On 6 
December 1990, he gave a special lecture to 
students of the Faculty of Library and 
Information Science, University of Toronto, 
on "Freedom of Information in Canada." 
With the permission of the Speaker, he also 
served on the Audit Advisory Committee for 
the Auditor General of Canada’s 
Comprehensive Audit of the Library of 
Parliament, Ottawa. 


Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to the 
Executive Director, served on_ the 
management team charged with conducting 
an organizational review of the Finance 
Branch of the Office of the Assembly. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive Director 
and Director of Information and Reference 
Services, continued to serve on the Manual 
of Administration Revision Subcommittee of 
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the Management Advisory Committee. She 
also participated in the work of the 
Assembly’s New Members’ Seminar 
Planning Committee. In addition, she 
continued as a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Special Libraries 
Association and sat on that organization’s 
Finance Committee. She gave a talk entitled 
"Online Databases in Parliamentary 
Libraries" on 29 November 1990 in 
Columbus, OH, at the professional 
development seminar of the National 
Conference of State Legislatures, Legislative 
Research Librarians Staff Division. On 13 
November 1990, she addressed the topic 
"Personnel Issues in Special Libraries" in 
the Special Libraries course given at the 
Faculty of Library and Information Science, 
University of Toronto. 


Other staff in the Information and Reference 
Services Branch were also active. Karen 
Wierucki, Assistant Director, served the 
final year of a three-year term as Director of 
the Canadian Association of Library and 
Information Services; she was also a 
member of the Canadian Library 
Association’s Resolutions Committee, sat on 
the Ontario Library Association’s 
Conference Planning Committee and served 
as Archivist of the Special Libraries 
Association, Toronto Chapter. Carolyn 
Barnes sat on the Publishers Liaison 
Committee of the Toronto Association of 
Law Libraries and Donna Burton served as 
a Director of the Alumni Association of the 
Faculty of Library and Information Science, 
University of Toronto. Bob Gardner was a 
contributing editor to the newsletter 
Database Canada; he also chaired the 
Special Libraries Association’s Online Users 
Group for the third year and was a member 
of the Program Advisory Committee for the 
Canada Online IV conference held in 


Toronto in November 1990. He represented 
the Class of 1975, Faculty of Library and 
Information Science, University of Toronto, 
at a number of alumni events. In addition, 
he gave six talks on various aspects of 
online technologies at conferences and 
seminars or as a guest speaker for a course. 
Mary Fisher was Chair of the Nominating 
Committee of the Toronto Chapter of the 
Special Libraries Association. Mary Hanson 
served as Past President of the Toronto 
Chapter of the Canadian Association of 
Library and Information Services, while 
Rick Sage was the Director of Publicity and 
Membership of the same _ organization. 
Aileen Weir was the Training Coordinator 
of the United Way Campaign at the 
Legislative Assembly and also was a 
Director of the Alumni Association of the 
Faculty of Library and Information Science, 
University of Toronto. 


Cynthia Smith, Director of the Legislative 
Research Service, completed her term as 
Vice President, Governance, of the 
University of Toronto Alumni Association 
and as Chairman of the College of Electors; 
she served as President of the Association 
for 1990/91 and also sat on a number of 
University committees. In addition, she 
served as Past President of the Faculty of 
Library and Information Science Alumni 
Association. On 5 and 6 April 1990, she 
was a guest speaker at a conference of the 
Alberta Government Libraries Council and 
the Library Association of Alberta where 
she gave three presentations: "The Impact 
of the GST and the Abrogation of Postal 
Subsidies on the Publishing Industry and on 
Special Libraries"; "Ethics in the Provision 
of Library Reference Service"; and "The 
Impact of Budget Cuts on Service." On 23 
February 1991, she was a panelist at the 
Ontario Regional Conference of the

Canadian Association of Journalists, held at 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute, Toronto, on 
"The Need for and Role of Careful Research 
in Investigative Journalism." 


Bob Gardner, Assistant Director of the 
Legislative Research Service, was a guest 
speaker at the policy conference of the Child 
Care Branch of the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services on 17 October 1990. 
His subject was "Directions for Early 
Childhood Education: The Third Report of 
the Select Committee on Education" and he 
also served as a conference panelist on this 
topic. 


Lewis Yeager, Research Officer, was 
elected staff representative to the Office of 
the Assembly’s Occupational Health and 
Safety Committee and serves as its co-chair. 


At the request of the Standing Committee on 
Public Accounts, Ray McLellan, Research 
Officer, attended conferences of the 
Canadian Council of Public Accounts 
Committees held in St. John’s, NF, 8-11 
July 1990, and of the Canadian 
Comprehensive Auditing Foundation held in 
Ottawa, 4-6 November 1990. 


Pamela Stoksik, Director of the Technical 
Services and Systems Branch, continued to 
serve as the Library’s representative on the 
Office of the Assembly’s Legislative 
Information Systems Standards Committee. 
She was also a member of the Library 
Techniques Advisory Committee of Seneca 
College. At the North American Geac User 
Group meeting, held in conjunction with the 
American Library Association’s Midwinter 
Meeting, January 1991, she gave a 
presentation on "Authority Implementation 
at the Ontario Legislative Library." 


Deirdre Grimes, Assistant Director of 
Technical Services and Systems, was 
appointed as the Library’s management 
representative on the Office of the 
Assembly’s Occupational Health and Safety 
Committee. She also served as past 
president of the Toronto Chapter of the 
Special Libraries Association and as 
secretary to the Faculty of Library and 
Information Science Alumni Association. 
She participated in a panel on_ the 
“Organization of Serials in Canadian 
Libraries" at the North American Serials 
Interest Group meeting in St. Catharines, 
ON, 3-4 June 1990. 


Linda Reid, Manager of the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service, was a guest of the 
National Library of Canada for a training 
session in Hull, PQ, 24-26 September 1990. 
The session dealt with the revised Dewey 
classification schedules and the National 
Library’s Cataloguing-in-Publication 
program. 


Visitors to the Library 


The Legislative Library received visitors 
from several other parliamentary libraries 
during 1990/91. Alan Downe, Director of 
Research Services for the Legislative 
Assembly of the Northwest Territories, 
spent 30 May 1990 with reference staff. 
Leslie Kastling, Automated Reference 
Services Librarian, Manitoba Legislative 
Library, spent a week in June learning about 
the organization and use of commercial 
database services in the Library and the 
types and levels of reference services 
provided. Philip A. Ntomola, Chief 
Librarian of the National Assembly of 
Tanzania, Dodoma, visited the Library 
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during the week of 26 August 1990 to learn 
more about provision of library services in 
a parliamentary setting. Arrangements were 
made for him to acquire reference books and 
textbooks no longer required by the 
Legislative Library, the Metro Toronto 
Reference Library and the Canadian 
Organization for Development of Education. 
Richard Ehlke, Chief of the American Law 
Division, Congressional Research Service, 
Washington, DC, visited the Legislative 
Research Service during the last week of 
July 1990 and met with its Director. 
Frances Cushing, Manager of Information 
Services at the Parliamentary Library of 
Australia, Canberra, a colleague and friend 
of several of the staff, visited the Library in 
September and December 1990. Pleasance

Retirement 


At the end of November 1990, Mary 
Faulkner retired after nearly 20 years of 
service in the Information and Reference 
Services Branch. As Government 
Documents Librarian, she had shared her 
considerable expertise with all reference 
staff through her patient instruction in the 
complex vagaries of government 
publications in general and of parliamentary 
materials in particular. Mary leaves a 
legacy of specialized files and training 
materials. One of her last activities was the 
presentation, with her successor Aileen 
Weir, of two very well-received seminars on 
parliamentary papers to some 70 Ontario 
Government library staff. Her Library 
colleagues wish her well in all her future 
endeavours.

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Historical Note 


The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary libraries of the 
Province of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the united Province of Canada (1841-1867). 
Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the Speaker (1867-1899), by the 
Treasurer (1899-1921), by the Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the Provincial Secretary 
(1964-1972) and by the Minister of Government Services (1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the 
Legislative Library. became a division of the Office of the Assembly under the authority of the 
Speaker. On 1 September 1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 3 
September 1985, the title was changed to Executive Director by authority of the Speaker.

provide professional bibliographic, reference, research and information Services; 
develop and maintain a high-quality collection of appropriate books, periodicals, 
newspapers, government publications, reports, press clippings, microforms, compact disks, 


audio and videotapes and other materials; 


provide pertinent information in whatever medium or format is most appropriate - print, 
audiovisual, electronic, microform, etc.; 


maintain a highly-qualified, motivated and service-oriented staff; 


sani information technology oii Sy in an appropriate and cost-effective manner to 
facilitate the provision of services; 


develop and maintain liaison with other libraries and information agencies as appropriate; 
assist clients in the effective use of the Library’s resources; 


manage the human, material, financial and information resources of the Library in an 
effective and efficient manner. 


Serving the 35th Parliament 


The fiscal year under review witnessed the 
continuation of the Ist Session of the 35th 
Parliament with the New Democratic 
majority government of Premier Bob Rae. 
The lst Session, which began on 19 
November 1990, ended on 19 December 
1991. 


Among the main activities of the Legislative 
Library in 1991/92 were the following: 


= Development of a business case in 
support of a new library operations 
system and preliminary planning for this 
system; a 


= Planning for the move to the Whitney 
Block of three units of the Library 
housed on Bloor Street and Bay Street; 


™ Participation by managers and 
supervisors in special training courses 
sponsored by the Office of the 
Assembly. 


These and other activities are described in 
this report. 


Library Use by Members 


At the end of March 1992, the Legislative 
Library carried out a check to determine 
how many Members had used, either in 
person or through their staff, one or more of 
the three principal client services during 
1991/92. These services are: information 
and reference, press clipping and research. 
In summary, the results of the check 
revealed that: . 


= 130 Members (100 percent) used one or 
more of the three principal client 


services at least once during the year; 


m 108 Members (83.1 percent) used all 
three services; 


= = 19 Members (14.6 percent) used two of 
the three services; 


= 3 Members (2.3 percent) used only one. 
of the three services; 


= 130 Members (100 percent) used 
information and reference services; 


= 120 Members (92.3 percent) used press 
clipping services; 


= 115 Members (88.5 percent) use 
research services.

Information and Reference Services 


The Information and Reference Services 
Branch responds to requests for information, 
issues current awareness publications and 
makes available books, periodicals and other 
materials to its primary clientele -- Members 
and their staff, caucus staff and staff of the 
Legislative Assembly -- as well as to other 
Library clientele. It is also responsible for 
maintaining the Library’s collections and for 


_ providing client orientation to the Library’s 


services and collections. 


During 1991/92, staff focused considerable 
time and effort on fundamental 
organizational issues essential to the delivery 
of effective library services. In particular, 
they undertook a review and rewriting of 
the Branch’s goals and objectives and a 


comprehensive assessment of relevant 
library and office automation issues. As 
well, work was completed on_ the 
compilation of two comprehensive listings of 
Ontario Royal Commissions and Ontario 
Select Committees reports — published 
between 1792 and 1991. (These publications 
are described below under 200th 
Anniversary of First Parliament.) 


As in the previous year, all 130 Members’ 


offices made use of Information and 
Reference Services. Overall, reference 
indicators remained relatively unchanged. 
Although the total number of inquiries was 
down compared to 1990/91, inquiries from 
primary clientele were up 2 percent. The 
decrease of 9.29 percent in total inquiries 
reflected a drop in requests from the Ontario 
Public Service and from the general public. 
Over the past several years, the Library has 
been encouraging Ontario public servants to 
use their ministries’ library services and 
members of the public to make use of public 
library facilities so that reference staff may 
concentrate on serving the Library’s primary 
clientele. | 


During 1991/92, the Reference Research 
Unit experienced a 60 percent increase in 
the volume of requests. This Unit supports 
the activities of the Legislative Research 
Service by — identifying and obtaining 
information and documents required to 
respond to committee and _ individual 
Member’s requests. __ Typically, _ these 
requests require many hours and, frequently, 
days to identify and gather information from 
a wide range of sources and jurisdictions. 
The volume and complexity of requests from 
Members’ constituency offices also 
continued to increase. 


- Circulation of Library materials remained at 


the same level as in 1990/91. Interlibrary 
loans decreased by 2 percent, although the 
Library continued to borrow significantly 
more than it loaned. Use of commercial 
databases to identify and obtain information 
for reference inquiries increased a modest 
2.5 percent. As in the previous year, CD- 
ROM (Compact Disc - Read Only Memory) 
products provided a less expensive but 
effective means of obtaining information, 
and the volume of searches on these 
products increased by 56 percent. The 
release in 1991 of The Toronto Star and The 
Toronto Sun on CD-ROM has greatly 
facilitated reference searches for specific 


articles from these newspapers. In addition, 


the list of Ontario and Canadian newspapers 
available online. through Infomart continued 
to grow. Among those of particular interest 
are The Kitchener-Waterloo Record, The 
Ottawa Citizen, The Windsor Star, Montreal 
Gazette and the CP (Canadian Press) wire. 


The number of Current Data Files (CDF) 
consulted increased by 3.5 percent. Staff 
continued to microfilm, for permanent 
retention, backfiles of the CDF as well as 
backfiles of Toronto Press Today and 
Provincial Press from January 1991. 
Although use of the microfiche remained 
very low, storage space for the continuously 
growing hard-copy files is limited. Since 
these files. represent a unique record of 
topics of interest to the Legislature at a 
particular period, and will thus become an 
invaluable historical resource over time, 
they will continue to be microfilmed until 
alternative storage solutions can be 
implemented. The Library has begun 
exploring the possibilities of imaging 
technology for storage and retrieval of the | 
information contained in these files.

Requests for photocopies of articles listed in 
Periodical Contents and _ Periodical 
Selections increased by 10 and 24 percent 
respectively. On the other hand, requests 
for articles listed in Automation Alert 
dropped 46.5 percent over the previous 


year. The merits of continuing this» 


publication had been reviewed early in the 
fiscal year in light of a 15.9 percent drop in 
requests during 1990/91. A decision was 
made to continue and re-evaluate at the end 
of 1991/92. Given the very significant drop 
in requests for articles listed during the 
fiscal year, staff will be examining alternate 
ways in which to meet client needs for this 
type of information. 


In response to feedback from clients, staff 
began revising the subject headings used in 
Periodical Selections. The goal is to 
provide broader subject groupings that bring 
together related issues which conform 
loosely to ministerial or critic responsibility. 
The new headings were introduced in the 
_ February 1992 issue and will be reviewed 
again in six months. | 


Computer Issues 


During 1991/92, Information and Reference 
Services staff were involved in various 
projects related to computer support 
requirements for the Branch and the 
Library. Over the past several years, it has 
become increasingly difficult and time 
consuming to locate information in the 
Library’s collection because of limitations in 
library system capabilities. At the same 
time it has become increasingly urgent to 
identify this information quickly and 
efficiently to meet the information and time 
requirements of primary clientele. Efforts 


begun last year to target reference files 
suitable for automation were expanded and 


accelerated in 1991/92 -as part of the 


Library’s automation needs assessment and 
planning for replacement of the library 
operations support system. (See Automated 
Support Systems.) Numerous Information 
and Reference staff were involved in the 
preparation of the library system functional 
requirements list and in evaluating the 
responses to the Library’s Request for 
Information (RFI) and Request for Proposal 
(RFP). 


Over the past several years, the volume of 
exhibits submitted to legislative committees 
has grown phenomenally. These exhibits 
are permanently retained by the Library and 
represent not only a major part of the 
committees’ documentation but, in many 
cases, an important information resource for 
reference inquiries received by the Library. 
To facilitate access to these exhibits, and in 
anticipation of having the computer 
capability to handle the bibliographic 
records, staff began capturing bibliographic 
data for significant exhibits. 


The Periodicals Holdings List, which brings 
together in a single list information about 
the Library’s periodicals, was formatted for 
automation. The format was designed to be 
compatible with the Union List of Serials 
compiled by the Ontario Government 
Libraries Council in order to minimize 
duplication of effort in preparing the lists. 


In July 1991, equipment and software were 


installed to allow the party caucuses to dial 


into the Library’s Geac system. Reference 
staff, in cooperation with the Library’s 
systems personnel, developed orientation 
sessions for caucus staff and attempted to — 
organize sessions during the summer and 
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early fall. 
eventually suspended, however, due to 
numerous conflicts such as. caucus vacation 
schedules and installation of new computer 
equipment in the caucus offices. In the 
expectation that the Library might acquire a 
new system within the next year, it was 
decided to postpone Geac training. 


Staff also provided input to the Legislative 
Information Systems Branch of the Office of 
the Controller regarding indexing and 
retrieval requirements for access to Hansard 
through the Assembly’s network. At the 
request of the Hansard Reporting Service, 
Carolyn Barnes, Mary Dickerson and Bob 
Gardner advised on structuring and indexing 
Hansard reference files. 


Goals and Objectives 


Building on the Library’s mission statement 
and goals and objectives revised in March 
1991, a committee of Information and 
Reference Services staff reviewed and 
revised the Branch’s own goals and 
objectives and drafted a mission statement in 
1991/92. _ All: -staff were involved. in 
identifying current services and tasks which 
contribute to meeting these goals and 
objectives. It is expected that early in 
1992/93 staff will review the lists prepared 
by each unit of the Branch in order to assess 
its effectiveness in contributing to the goals, 
to identify ways in- which services can be 
streamlined or improved and to decide 
which ones should receive priority. 


Collection Maintenance Issues 
As mentioned in previous annual reports, 


space to house the expanding Library 
collection has become a chronic problem. 


The orientation plans were . 


The rapid and continuing growth in the 


volume of parliamentary materials, 
especially legislative committee debates and 
exhibits, is particularly notable, and this 
pattern is expected to continue. Primary 
clientele regularly use these materials, as do 
Library staff, to respond to requests. The 
Library was pleased to receive additional 
storage space, fitted with compact shelving, 
in the basement of the North Wing of the 
Legislative Building. This space provides 


badly needed expansion space, with easy and 


quick access. 
Staff Exchanges 


During 1991/92, several opportunities 
enabled Information and Reference Services 
staff to develop a better understanding of the 
activities and responsibilities of other areas 
of the Library with which they interface. 
Sandra Craig, a cataloguer with the 
Library’s Technical Services and Systems 
Branch, continued working at the Reference 
Desk until September. This secondment 
opened up valuable communication links 
between the two Branches and fostered a 
better understanding of the problems each 
faces in providing access to the Library’s 
resources. 


Periodicals and Newspaper Desk staff 
benefitted from a sharing of knowledge, 
processes and concerns by staff in 
Collections Development, Acquisitions, 
Cataloguing and other units of Information 
and Reference Services. They also gained a 
better understanding of the contents and 
organization of the Current Data File 
through specific work assignments. 


The opportunities for Information and 
Reference Services staff to collaborate with 
other Branches in defining automation 


requirements were especially valuable as a 
means of promoting a _ Library-wide 
understanding of diverse’ and common 
needs. 


Press Clipping Service 


The Press Clipping Service provides current 
news coverage from 19 Ontario daily 
newspapers and three weeklies, including 
one French language daily and one French 
weekly, on topics of interest to Members of 
the Legislature, their staff, caucus staff and 
senior staff of the Office of the Assembly. 
A list of newspapers monitored and clipped 
appears in Appendix 13. As of 31 March 
1992, 120 of the 130 Members’ offices, or 
92.3 percent, were receiving one or more of 
the publications produced by the Press 
Clipping Service; total clientele numbered 
258 subscribers. 


Toronto Press Today=Aujourd’hui dans la 
presse de Toronto, which is compiled each 
morning from The Globe and Mail, The 
Toronto Star, The Toronto Sun and The 
Financial Post, to provide a_ daily 
consolidation of articles of interest to 
legislators, continued to increase in 
popularity among Members and Assembly 
staff. The average number of copies 
distributed rose from 338 last year to 370 in 
1991/92, an increase of 9.5 percent. As of 
31 March 1992, 112 of the 130 Members’ 
offices, or 86.2 percent, were subscribing to 
this daily service. Of those Members’ 
offices which do not currently receive this 
publication, the majority are located outside 
the Legislative Precinct. During the past 
Veat,satie yservice: ‘continued to receive 
requests for additional copies of Toronto 
Press Today; however, the capacity to 
ensure delivery by 9:30 a.m. has now been 
reached. 


The Press Clipping Service suffered a series 
of breakdowns of its photocopying 
equipment throughout the spring and 
summer of 1991, resulting in the 
replacement of existing equipment with two 
new Xerox photocopiers in August 1991. 
The breakdowns not only created severe 
frustration for Section staff but also resulted 
in delivery delays and inconvenience to 
Members and their staff. Asa result of the 
installation of new _ state-of-the-art 
photocopying equipment, several service 
improvements have taken place. The larger 
volume capacity of the photocopiers and 
their faster speed now allow for Toronto 
Press Today to be delivered to offices 
earlier each morning and the majority of 
Members now receive their copies by 9 a.m. 
An increased number of copies is now being 


delivered to the Legislative Press Gallery 


and to offices of primary clientele where 
additional copies were required. The new 
machines have also allowed for the use of 
recycled paper on all of the publications 
issued by the Press Clipping Service. 


Provincial Press =Dans la presse provinciale 
includes clippings from 17 Ontario daily and 
weekly newspapers chosén to provide 
regional coverage from across the province 
on topics of interest to legislators. Eight 
subject sections, including one French 
language section, are issued on a weekly 
basis, and, as of 31 March 1992, 138 clients 
were subscribing to the service, up from 126 
in March of 1991. In particular, Section 4, 
which includes coverage of issues related to 
labour, industry and agriculture, has 
increased in popularity and 66 clients are 
now receiving this service, up 10 percent 
over March 1991. As of March 1992, 72 
Members’ offices were subscribing to at 
least one section of Provincial Press. 


Twelve issues of Press Highlights=Paru 
dans la presse were published in 1991/92 to 
keep Members up-to-date on significant 
developments on the federal and provincial 
scenes. Since constitutional developments 
played such a dominant role, several issues 
were prepared for Members of the Select 
Committee on Ontario in Confederation 
offering news coverage of federal and 
Ontario government’ proposals’ on 
constitutional reform. In order to provide 
Members with cross-Canada coverage on the 
release of key federal government reports on 
the constitution, articles were also selected 
from out-of-province newspapers held by the 
Legislative Library. Other issues of Press 
Highlights included news stories on the 
federal and Ontario budgets and coverage of 
a televised speech on the economy by 
Premier Rae. 


By July 1992, the Press Clipping Service 
will be relocated to the Whitney Block from 
its present site at Bay and Gerrard Streets. 
This move is expected to have a significant 
positive impact on service operations 
because the proximity to Members’ offices 
and the Legislature will allow for more 
efficient and timely delivery of Toronto 
Press Today and other publications to 
clients. The relocation to the Whitney 
Block should also allow the Service to 
respond better to demands from Members 
and caucuses for additional copies of 
publications. 


The Press Clipping Service continues to 
explore ways of improving service to 
Members whose offices are located outside 
the Legislative Precinct. Possible options 
for the electronic transmission of data to 
Members’ offices are being investigated 
which, if successful, would ensure timelier 
delivery of news coverage and allow the 


Service to reach out to constituency offices. 
Cost Comparison 


A comparison with commercial press 
clipping operations indicates that the 
Library’s own Press Clipping Service 
provides an extremely cost-effective service 
to Members. Articles from the Toronto 
daily papers are photocopied and delivered 
to Members’ offices by 9:30 a.m. each day 
and regional news from 18 Ontario papers is 
packaged and distributed weekly. In 
addition, the Service supplies thousands of 
clippings yearly to the Current Data File, 


which is one of the Library’s most heavily 


used sources of topical information. The 
average service cost is $.08 per clipping, or 
an average of $1,757 a year per client. 
Equivalent service from a commercial 
operation, calculated on cost-per-clipping - 
and monthly basic service fee, would range 
from a low of $1.43 per clipping, or an 


~ average of $29,882 a year per client, to a 


high of $2.51 per clipping, or an average of © 
$52,538 a year per client -- a significant 
cost differential. | 


Legislative Research Service 


The Legislative Research Service provides 
research assistance to individual Members 
on request, to-committees of the House at — 
the request of the Chair and to senior 
officers of the Legislative Assembly. In 
accordance with its objectives, the Service 
also prepares papers for conferences such as © 
the Commonwealth Parliamentary 
Association and the Assemblée internationale 
des parlementaires de langue francaise. 


As of 31 March 1992, there were 16 
complement research officers and. one 
contract research officer (replacing a 
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TABLE 6 
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member of complement staff who is on 
secondment); their subject specialties include 


law, political science, public administration, — 


economics, finance, environmental studies, 


urban planning, history and sociology. Full - 


use 1s made of the subject expertise of staff, 
who also function as generalists when 
required. During the Ist Session of the 35th 
Parliament, the type, range and complexity 
of issues varied greatly. 
there has been a tendency for Members to 
request. lengthy and comprehensive analyses 
of extremely complex issues. Work for 
committees remains the major component of 
the Legislative Research Service. 


The number of research requests received 
this year was 2,165, representing an 
increase of 30.5 percent over 1990/91. Of 
these requests, 539, or 24.9 percent, came 
from individual Members; 1,502, or 69.4 
percent, from committees; 110, or 5.1 
percent, from senior officials of the 
Legislative Assembly; and 14, or-.6 percent, 
from other sources. 


Committee Work 


Research officers assigned to committees 
prepare background papers, gather and 
analyze information, present oral briefings 
to committees, prepare summaries and 
analyses of briefs and testimony received 
and draft reports on the findings and 
recommendations of the committees. 
During 1991/92, research officers provided 
Support on a continuing basis to all standing 
and select committees of the House. 


Each committee has a principal research 
officer and one or more additional research 
officers as necessitated by the workload or 
by issues before the committee which might 
require a particular type of expertise. The 


In recent years 
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principal research officer assigned to a 
committee attends all committee and 
subcommittee meetings and keeps other 
assigned research officers informed about all 
issues to enable the latter to attend in case of 
an emergency or. to assist at peak work 
periods. The principal research officer stays 
in continuous touch with the Chair. 
Uninterrupted service to committees is 
assured by having a team approach and full 
back-up system. 
Research support, which often includes 
writing interim or sessional reports 
(depending on the mandate of _ the 
committee), was provided to eleven standing 
committees: | Administration of Justice; 
Estimates; Finance and Economic Affairs; 
General Government; Government Agencies; 
Public Accounts; Legislative Assembly; 
Ombudsman; Regulations and Private Bills; 
Resources Development; and _ Social 
Development. : 


In addition, the Service provided research 
support to the Select Committee on Ontario 
in Confederation from its inception. In its 
first round of hearings in February 1991, the 
Committee heard over 600 individuals and 
groups in twenty communities across the 
province. The Committee held further 
rounds of specialized hearings in the 
summer and fall. Two research officers and 
a research assistant worked full-time for the 
Committee throughout its deliberations and 
several others. were assigned for significant 
periods as required. Four research officers, 
a research assistant and the Assistant 
Director were directly involved in drafting 
the Selecta<Gommittee:s = iindlaeereport 
Research officers travelled to other 
provinces and the territories with the 
Committee and produced reports on each 
visit. In addition, researchers attended a | 


range of conferences on behalf of the 
Committee. 


Two specific developments unique to this 
Committee set precedents in the Branch’s 
long-standing service to committees. First, 
the Committee sponsored the Ontario in 
Confederation Conference, 17-19 October 
1991, in which 130 delegates from across 
the province came together to discuss 


constitutional issues in depth. The Assistant 


Director of the Legislative Research Service 
was a member of the planning group which 
worked with consultants to organize the 
conference. Activities included contacting 
advisory councils and community groups 
with respect to potential delegates, carrying 
out the preliminary work for the Committee 
on the selection of delegates, planning the 
conference format, determining the 
preparatory and background material 
required by delegates, and similar duties. 
Research staff prepared a briefing book of 
background analysis which was distributed 
to every delegate. Eight research officers 
drafted summaries of the discussions held in 
the various workshops, and these documents 
formed the core of the conference report to 
the Select Committee. 


The second specific development was an 
acknowledgement by the Committee that 
additional resources would be required 


because of the extra pressure placed on | 


research staff (whose mandate is to serve all 
committees) by the enormous scale of its 
deliberations. | Consequently, a research 
officer and a research assistant were 
engaged to work exclusively for the 
Committee. Although their salaries were 
paid from the Committee’s budget, these 
two staff members were selected and 
supervised by the Legislative Research 
Service to work as part of the team assigned 
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produced, 


[Oe tie s-select = Committee. Such an 
arrangement proved to be an effective and 


timely way for the Committee to obtain the 


specific resources it needed under 


extraordinary circumstances. 
Cost Comparison 


Taking into account the salaries and benefits 
of research officers and support staff and the 
cost of equipment and supplies budgeted by 
the Legislative Research Service for the 
1992/93 fiscal year, the cost of providing 
research service to committees has been 
calculated to be $51.59 per hour. This 
represents an increase of $.65 per hour, or 
1.3 percent, in a year when the increase in 
the Consumer Price Index for Ontario was 
4.7 percent. By comparison, a consulting 
firm paying comparable salaries and benefits 
might well bill between $85.51 and $106.89 
per hour, based on the industry norm, 
exclusive of support staff costs. Over the 
course of the year, use of the Library’s 
research officers by committees saves the 
Assembly many thousands of dollars that 
otherwise would be spent on fees for outside 
consultants. Moreover, the availability of 
such research staff, who are assigned to 
work in teams according to subject expertise 
and who are well acquainted with the 
Assembly, its political culture and the 
committee system, ensures optimum use of 
Members’ time. 


Current Issue Papers 


In addition to its regular work for Members 
and committees, the Legislative Research 
Service publishes analytical reports on 
current issues of general interest to MPPs. 
Since 1981, when the first Current Issue 
Paper was published, 128 have been 
11 of them during 1991/92. 


These papers usually are about 25 pages in 
length, include footnotes and bibliographies 
and cover a variety of timely topics of 
relevance to provincial legislators. The 
titles of the papers published in 1991/92 are 
listed in Appendix 11. During 1991/92, 
there were 1,917 requests for Current Issue 
Papers, an increase of 50.4 percent over the 
' previous fiscal year. 


In-House Discussions 


During the past year, the Legislative 
Research Service continued to sponsor 
in-house discussions on the work of the 
Legislature and related activities. Initiated 
in September 1983, these discussions are 
open to all employees of the Legislative 
Library as part of staff development. The 
speakers for 1991/92 were: Don Cameron, 
Editor of Debates, Hansard Reporting 
Service (February 1992); Gregory Jones, 
Special Advisor, Office of Employment 
Equity Commissioner (March 1992); and 
James #E,24(Bud)-angney. 2) Director. 
Executive Council Office and Deputy Clerk 
of the Executive Council (March 1992). 
Arrangements for these speakers were made 
~ by Philip Kaye, Senior Legal Research 
Officer, and Research Officer David Pond. 


Collections Development 


The Collections Development Section is 
responsible for selecting and preserving 
materials for the Library. The types of 
materials selected include books, serials, 
journals, reports, microforms, maps, audio 
and video cassettes and CD-ROMs published 
by government and commercial enterprises. 
Materials are chosen in a variety of formats, 
always with the intention of meeting the 
information and research needs of the 
Library’s* «clientele: Collections 


- Law 


Development librarians are responsible for 
selection and retention policies and for 
preparing Selected New Titles=Sélection de 
nouveautés, a monthly current awareness 
publication. 


Materials added to the collection reflect 


issues relevant to the Legislature and its 
committees. During 1991/92, the Library 
acquired many important items related to 
Canadian constitutional issues, the 
environment, waste management, 
international business and trade and social 
issues such as caring for the elderly and the 
homeless. Some of the more important 
titles added to the collection are listed as 
Notable Acquisitions in Appendix 3. 


Collection Growth 


The entire materials budget for 1991/92 was 
spent and holdings for each type of material 
increased. As of 31 March 1992, the 
Library’s shelves held 91,117 monographs, 
2.5 percent more than a year ago. Some 
61,350 government publications were added 
in 1991/92, an increase of 18 percent over 
1990/91. There was significant growth in 
the microform collection as _ well: 


microfiche holdings increased by 6.4 percent 


to over one million sheets while microfilm 
reels rose by 4.5 percent to more than 9,500 


reels. 


Microforms are important to the Library 
because they take up considerably less space 
than printed materials. They are a storage 
medium for such diverse types of materials 
as newspapers, periodicals and various 
government publications, including debates, 
sessional papers, Royal Commission and 
Reform Commission _ reports. 
However, microforms are subject to the 
same economic pressures and price increases 
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as other products. In 1990/91, a major 
vendor increased prices by 20 percent and 
by a further 10 percent in 1991/92. After 
reviewing its microform subscriptions, the 
Library decided to reduce one multi-part 
subscription by 50 percent. Since access to 
its contents is still available through online 
services, the Library has been able to 
maintain the service and has used the 
savings to offset price increases of other 
materials such as newspaper subscriptions, 
which increased 29 percent due to higher 
postal rates, and serials, which rose 13 
percent. 


Fifty-eight new periodical subscriptions were 
initiated in 1991/92, while eighty other 
periodicals either ceased publication or were 
cancelled, decreasing the number of current 
periodical subscriptions by 2.2 percent. At 
the same time, however, subscriptions to 
other serials, such as _ legal services, 
increased by 25 titles, or 1.4 percent. 


The Collections Development statistical 
summary is presented in Appendix 8. 


Gifts 


Donations continue to be an important 
source of materials for the Library. In 
199T/92:7 14) percents nore solltse) were 
processed than in the previous fiscal year; of 
these, 42.2 percent were added to. the 
collection. The majority of the gifts 
received are government publications from 
Members, caucuses and research offices and 


the Library appreciates their continued | 


support. 


Not all donations.are added to the collection 
and the Library withdraws items no longer 
of value to it. Rather than discard these 
materials, attempts are made to locate other 
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collections. 


libraries and institutions that can use them. 
If none can be found, these items are sent to 
the Canadian Book Exchange Centre at the 
National Library of Canada for distribution 
to other institutions across the country. 


Binding and Conservation 


The mandate of the Binding Committee, 
chaired by the Collections Development 
Librarian, is to evaluate the binding and 
preservation needs of the  Library’s 
The Committee directed the 
binding of 520 items this fiscal year, 
concentrating on- Ontario and Canadian 
politics and history. One notable item that 
was given special treatment by a craft binder 
was the 100-volume set of Imperial Blue 
Books. These are important historical - 
documents, reports and proceedings from 
Great Britain’s Parliament relating to 
Canada during the period from 1803 to 
1901. 


A significant undertaking of the Committee 
this year was the examination of the binding 
policies of other libraries and research 
institutions, most notably those of the 
National Library of Canada. Based on its 
findings, the Committee recommended a 
more conservative binding approach such as 
boxes and sewing-through-the-fold in order 
to protect the integrity of books of lasting 
value. The Committee will request that 
binderies serving the Library use these 
treatments. 


Other Activities 


In addition to its regular selection of 
materials, the Section also handles rush and 
special requests for clients. These requests 
receive prompt attention but take varying 
amounts of time to complete depending on 


the availability of a document and _ its 
location. In 1991/92, the Section received 
243 rush requests, a 29 percent increase 
over the previous fiscal year. 


As part of the Library’s overall management 
strategy, the Section reviewed its goals and 
objectives with the intention of providing 
staff and clients with a more clearly defined 
role. The result was the approval of a 
Collections Development mission statement 
and five goals, each with its own set of 
objectives. These written statements should 
foster a better understanding of the role of 
Collections Development and its place-in the 
Library. | 


Collections Development is scheduled to 
move its office location in the spring of 
1992 from the second floor of the North 
Wing of the Legislative Building to the 
second floor of the Whitney Block. In 
preparation for the move, Brian Tobin was 
involved in the space planning and design of 
the new facilities which will be shared with 
Technical Services and Systems and. will 
improve communication and _ workflow 
between the two units. 


Technical Services and Systems 


The Technical Services and Systems Branch 
is responsible for. the acquisition, 
bibliographic control and processing of 
materials added to the Library’s collections 
and for the Library’s Geac Automated 
Support System. It serves Members of the 
Legislative Assembly indirectly by providing 
support services for the other branches of 
the Legislative Library. | 


Move to the Whitney Block 


After ten years in leased premises on Bloor 


Street, the Technical Services and Systems 
Branch is scheduled to move to offices on 
the second floor of the Whitney Block in 
May 1992. The period from January to 
March 1992 was one of intense activity 
related to planning the new space in 
conjunction with the Facilities Management 
Branch of the Office of the Executive 
Director of Assembly Services to insure that 
it would meet both staff and activity 
requirements. Deirdre Grimes, Assistant 
Director of Technical Services, coordinated 
the planning of the space and the relocation 
which involves moving the Library’s Geac 
computer as well as notifying thousands of 
vendors of a change of address. Since the 
Branch is responsible for acquiring and 
receiving all publications added to the 
Library’s collection, all suppliers of these 
materials had to be informed of the new 
address so that receipts may be maintained. 
Although the move will require a significant 
amount of work and dislocation, staff are 
optimistic and look forward to being closer 
to the rest of the Library and _ their 
colleagues. Such proximity will facilitate 
the work of all units. . 


New Library Operations System 


Virtually all members of Technical Services . 
and Systems staff participated in the process 
of evaluating proposals from vendors for a 
new library operations system. (See also 
Automated Support Systems.) — Philip 
Oxley, Systems Librarian, prepared the 
Request for Information and the Request for 
Proposal documents, the latter being done in 
conjunction with the Supply and Services 
Branch of the Office of the Controller. He 
also participated in the evaluation process as 
a member of. the Coordinating Committee 
and arranged the on-site demonstrations. 
Pamela Stoksik, Director, also a served on 


the Coordinating Committee. All employees 
in the Branch attended the on-site 
demonstrations relevant to their functional 
areas; selected staff participated in formally 
evaluating the functional aspects of the two 
systems. 


One of the primary reasons for seeking to 
acquire a new library operations system is 
the advanced age of the current Geac 
system, now eleven years old. This was a 
major factor leading to an _ increased 
incidence of hardware problems over the 
past year, both in the Central Processing 
Unit (CPU) and the terminals and printers. 
Since the demands on the system have 
increased, these problems are likely to 
multiply. | 


The microcomputer-based Local Area 
Network (LAN) at Technical Services 
continued to grow. during 1991/92. 
Electronic mail service to other parts of the 
Assembly was added through a remote link 
to the cc:Mail network. | WordPerfect 
replaced WordStar as the standard word 
processing package and all staff were trained 
in its use. : 


Acquisitions 


In April 1991, three years after serials 
automation began, Acquisitions staff retired 
the last remaining Kardex unit in the 
Branch. Although it had been used only for 
reference purposes, its departure marked the 
official end of the manual era of serials 
control at the Legislative Library. 


Almost two thirds of the Library’s priced 
serials titles were consolidated with an 
agent, Canebsco Subscription Services Ltd., 
in October 1990. While the transfer itself 
was completed within a few months, two 
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staff members were required to work for 
most of the 1991/92 fiscal year on cleaning 
up the subscription problems uncovered by 
the process. Most problems have now been 
solved and the number of new ones coming 
to light is dwindling. 


A major effort was made during the year to 
reduce overdue and unfilled orders. Regular 
claiming of overdue monographs and 
commercial serials was changed from a 
bimonthly to a monthly cycle. As a special 
project, all monograph orders claimed in 
1988, 1989 and 1990, but not received, 
were.cancelled or reordered. This was done 
jointly with Collections Development staff, 
who reviewed the titles for their ongoing 
relevance. 


Three separate projects targeted overdue 
serials. In July 1991, an Acquisitions staff 
member and a student assistant began | 
tracking down 700 government serials that 
had not been received in the past three 
years. Extensive searching in reference 


sources and numerous telephone calls and 


letters yielded conclusive information on 91 
percent of the titles, the majority of which 
had ceased publication. Another staff 
member conducted a telephone and Fax 
campaign over the winter to ensure that the 
Library was on the mailing lists of all 
Ontario ministries. This project resulted in 
the acquisition of approximately 1,700 
missing press releases from previous years. 
A final project focused on acquiring missing 
issues of commercial serials so that they 
could be bound. 


Two projects were designed to update the 
automated vendor name and address file 
used to issue -orders and claims. All 
Acquisitions staff worked from September 


~ 1991 until January 1992 reviewing over 
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5,000 records to eliminate duplicates and 
standardize abbreviations. One employee 
also spent several days tracking down new 
addresses for vendors who had moved or 
gone out of business without notifying the 
Library. This project will also prove 
beneficial when a new system is installed 
since it will reduce errors and redundancies 
in the files to be converted. 


Strikes disrupted Acquisitions operations 
twice during the year. The Canada Post 
strike in late August and early September 
drastically reduced incoming shipments for 
-two weeks. Although a few publishers 
made alternate delivery arrangements and 
one allowed the Library to pick up 
shipments at its warehouse, the flow of 
receipts was severely restricted. Outgoing 
orders suffered little since staff made 
extensive use of Fax and telephone. The 
second strike, also in September, was that of 
the Public Service Alliance of Canada, 
which caused shipments of federal 
government depository publications to be 
delayed for several weeks. 


Overall, Acquisitions placed 2.5 percent 
more orders than last year. Orders for 


government materials were up (23 percent ' 


for free items, 10 percent for priced items) 
while non-government orders were almost 
identical to the previous year. Vigorous 
claiming and increased ordering resulted in 
noticeable increases in receipts in several 
areas: government monographs, 22 percent 
(18,395 volumes); government serials, 17 


percent (42,949. issues); and commercial 


serials, 12 percent (17,830 issues). Slightly 
more commercial monograph volumes were 
received than were ordered; however, 
receipts were down 5 percent over last year. 
Acquisitions staff processed 2,497 invoices 
for payment, a welcome decrease of 4 
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percent. from last year, reflecting the 
consolidation of serials ordering through 
Canebsco. ; 


_Monographs averaged $36.41 per copy, up 


12 percent over last year’s cost of $32.44. 


_ The average cost of a commercial serial 
- (excluding microforms and audiovisual) was 


$199, up 9 percent from last year’s average 
of $183. The cost of a government serial 
(excluding microforms) rose by only 3 
percent, from $93 to $96. , 


Cataloguing 


In addition to cataloguing newly received 


materials, Cataloguing staff continued the 
retrospective cataloguing of government 
documents and the retrospective conversion 
of card files. There was a 70 percent 
increase in retrospective cataloguing in 
1991/92 compared to 1990/91, i.e., 1,785 
records generated this year compared to 
1,050 last year. Retrospective cataloguing 
is the process of creating catalogue records 
for Library materials which have not been 
previously catalogued. Retrospective 
conversion, on the other hand, is the process 
of converting manual catalogue files to 
machine-readable form so that records are 
accessible in the Library’s online catalogue. 
Ultimately, the entire card catalogue will be 
converted to machine-readable form but this 
is a long-term project which is accomplished 
as time, staff and financial resources permit. 


Two projects are notable in the area of 
retrospective conversion. The Cataloguing 
librarians completed the conversion of all 
records for periodicals to which the Library 
does not currently subscribe or which have 
ceased publication. As” a: réesult,. “all 
periodicals in the collection are now 
accessible in the online catalogue. 


The Library also contracted with Utlas 
International, a Canadian bibliographic 
utility, for the retrospective conversion of 
items catalogued before 1982 in the 300 to 
819 classes of the Dewey Collection. The 
cataloguers spent approximately 21 hours 
preparing the catalogue cards for shipment 
to the vendor, who created 15,413 machine- 
readable records from these cards.. The 
subject headings in the records were also 
passed through an authority control process 
by the vendor. It will still be necessary, 
however, for the cataloguers to do some 
additional manipulation of these records as 
they are loaded into the Library’s system 
and incorporated into the online catalogue. 


Although this was a substantial conversion 
project’ for the Library, there are. still 
approximately 17,000 manual records which 
require conversion to machine-readable 
form. Only when this is completed will it 
‘be possible to remove the remaining 
catalogue card files from the Library. ° 


This was the first full year in which 
authorities maintenance procedures were 
followed and the subject authority file 
maintained on an ongoing basis. To 
accomplish this, the Authorities Maintenance 
Coordinator spent an average of 1.5 days 
per month on these procedures. This is in 
addition to the regular work carried on by 
Cataloguing staff on a day-to-day basis in 
authorities maintenance. Seven hundred and 
sixty-five subject authority records were 

created or changed during 1991/92; 2,573 
- name authority records were created or 
changed. 


The Cataloguing Unit created a_ brief 
bimonthly newsletter entitled Subject Matters 
Plus for the benefit of Reference and 
Collections Development _ staff. [ogeis 


intended to keep staff up-to-date on changes 
to Library of Congress subject headings, to 
Suggest search strategies for complex 
subjects and to answer questions regarding 
cataloguing policy in general. The 
newsletter has been well received. In 
addition, Annemarie Toth-Waddell, Head 
Cataloguer, produced. a manual for 
Reference, Circulation and Collections 
Development staff to serve as a brief guide 


_ to the customized features of the Library’s 


cataloguing and classification schemes. 


_ Staffing 


Staffing levels. remained fairly consistent 


_ throughout the fiscal year, although there 


were a number of factors which lowered 
expected output. Sandra Craig continued to 
work two days per week as a Sessional 
Librarian in the Information and Reference 
Services Branch. Helen Brown, a previous 
employee of the Library, was able to work 
in the Cataloguing Section until 9 July 1991; 
however, this unit was short a cataloguing 
librarian two days a week from 10 July to 2 
December, which. affected cataloguing 
productivity. Another factor was the 
extended sick leave of a data entry clerk 
during the last two months of the fiscal 
year. This effectively reduced data entry 
staff by half and had a significant impact on 
throughput. Nevertheless, statistical 
indicators for cataloguing remained 
essentially at the same levels as last year. 


Checklist and Catalogue Service 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service is 
responsible for cataloguing all Ontario 
government publications issued by ministries 
and other bodies designated as Schedule I 
agenciesw aby. * Direciivé 76-2. “of. — the 
Management Board of Cabinet. English and 


_ foreign-language materials are described in 
English with English subject access; French 
language materials are described in French 
with French subject access. The cataloguing 
data are available to users through the 
Legislative Library’s online catalogue. 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service 
compiles and. edits two serial publications 
that are published and distributed by 
Publications Ontario of the Ministry of 
Government Services... The Monthly 
Checklist=Liste mensuelle lists all new 
books, pamphlets, maps and microfiche 
received by the Service during the preceding 
month. This publication alerts libraries and 
other institutions: and individuals to new 
Ontario government publications and 
provides price and order information. — 


The Annual Catalogue=Catalogue annuel 


cumulates the 12 issues of the Monthly 
Checklist with some additions and changes. 
As a bibliography of the government’s 
publishing activity, it includes the issues of 
serials published during the year. Updated 
information about availability is included for 
publications distributed centrally. by 
Publications Ontario. 


Although the total number of items which 
the Service catalogued rose by 6.7 percent 
Over the previous year, other statistical 
indicators were down. A larger number of 
items were included only in the Annual 
Catalogue because they were published in 
quantities too small to be listed for public 
distribution in the Monthly Checklist. The 
27.2 percent drop in the number of items 
received from Publications Ontario indicates 
a general decline in the volume of 
publishing by the Ontario government. The 
small increase in the total number of items 
catalogued does show, however, the success 
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of the Checklist and Catalogue Service in 
identifying the published output. Since the — 
data for the Annual Catalogue were ready 
earlier than usual this year, it was possible 
to send copy for the 1991 catalogue to the 
typesetter at the beginning of April 1992. 


_ The Canadian Cataloguing in Publication 


(CIP) program provides cataloguing data for 
Ontario government publications in advance 
of publication. Conducted under the 
auspices of the National Library of Canada, 
CIP is produced in English or French, 
depending on the language of the projected 
publication. The CIP statistics increased by 
93.2 percent in 1991/92 over the previous 
year. A number of publishers who had not 
participated in the program before requested 
CIP data. Among these were the 
Committees Branch of the Office of the 
Clerk, the Ministry of Transportation, the 
Ministry of Energy, the Ontario Native. 
Affairs Secretariat, the Ontario Women’s 
Directorate and the Ontario Arts Council. 


The Checklist and Catalogue Service also 


_participates in other co-operative activities. 
It assigns international standard numbers 


(ISBN/ISSN) to Ontario | government 
publications, thereby enhancing 
bibliographic control both: within the: 


government and nationally. The decline of 
10.6 percent in 1991/92 in the assignment of 
ISBNs to documents not yet printed suggests 
that the reduction in publishing activity by 
Ontario government ministries and agencies 
will continue into the next fiscal year. The 
Checklist and Catalogue Service documents 
for the National Library of Canada the 
changes in Ontario government serial titles 
that necessitate the assignment of new 
ISSNs. Annual reports require careful 
monitoring since publishers sometimes 
change the format from separate English and 


French editions to bilingual formats and then 
back to separate editions. Other periodicals 
may change title and require new numbers. 


‘In cooperation with Publications Ontario, the 

Checklist and Catalogue Service arranges for 
key Ontario government publications to be 
microfiched in order to ensure their 
continued availability. The number of 
documents sent for microfiching in 1991/92 
declined by 11 percent in comparison with 
the previous year. The Manager of: the 
Checklist and Catalogue Service maintains 
regular contact with Publications Ontario on 
this and other matters of mutual interest. 


The level of staffing at the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service was stable throughout 
1991/92. The Manager of the Service 
participated in the evaluation of the 
cataloguing and checklist modules in the 
Tesponses to the Library’s Request for 
Proposal for a new computerized library 
operations system. | 


French Language Services 


Services in French have been fully in place 
at the Library since the French Language 
Services Act, 1986, became effective on 19 
November 1989. During the period under 
review, the Library continued to offer its 
clientele a full array of these services. 
These included answering reference and 
other enquiries in French, corresponding in 
that language, providing French subject 
headings to publications in French, 
producing current awareness publications in 
French and featuring bilingual displays. 
The Library is pleased to report that no 
complaint has ever been lodged about the 


quality or availability of its French language 


Services. 
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The number of French language titles in the 
collection continued to increase in 1991/92. 
A number of staff in various branches and 
sections of the Library continued to upgrade 
their language skills through formal courses 
so that service in French would be available 
at all times. In addition, several staff took 
advantage of informal  lunch-hour 
conversation opportunities. 


Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to the 
Executive Director, continued to serve as 
the French Language Services Coordinator 
for the Library and for the Legislative 
Assembly as a whole. 


Automated Support Systems 


The Legislative Library has long had a 
substantial commitment to automated support 
systems. At present, it operates six separate 
systems: Of these, two address library- 
specific applications, namely the Geac 
Library System, which is used for online 
cataloguing, catalogue access, acquisitions 
and serials control; and PCs, which are used 
for online searching of commercial 
databases. ‘Three systems address the office 
automation requirements of the Library such 
as word processing and electronic mail; and 
one is used for up-to-date budgeting and 
financial commitment information. 


As mentioned in last year’s Annual Report, 
the Library commissioned A.D. Parker & 
Associates, Toronto, in December 1990 to 
undertake an assessment of its current and 
future information technology needs. The 
Geac system, purchased over a decade ago, 
has proved to be an excellent choice but, 
with the dramatic growth in Members’ 
information requirements, the system 
reached its storage and functional capacity 


some time ago. During this same period, 
computer technology has made spectacular 
advances in terms of capabilities and 
flexibility. The consultant’s report, entitled 
A Review of Requirements and Strategic 
Directions for Automated Support Systems, 
was presented to the Library in March 1991. 
Staff from many areas of the Library spent 
a considerable number of hours in 1991/92 
reviewing its findings and recommendations. 
Further details about the role of various 
units of the Library are given in the sections 
of this Annual Report describing the 
activities of these units. 


The report confirmed that the current library 
operations system, because of its age and its 
proprietary hardware and software, has 
numerous and severe limitations, ranging 
from inadequate retrieval, cataloguing, 
printing. and data entry capabilities to 
cumbersome, inefficient operational 
procedures and lack of connectivity with 
other computer systems. A new state-of- 


the-art system would enable the Library to: 


provide Members with more complete and 


reliable information and would significantly. 


increase staff productivity. 


A Request for Information was issued to 
thirteen library automation vendors in 
August 1991; responses were received from 
ten of these and, after careful evaluation, a 
more detailed Request for Proposal was sent 
to three vendors in November. Two of 
these vendors responded. Committees made 
up of representatives from all branches and 
sections of the Library, along with A.D. 
Parker and a staff member of the Supply and 
Services Branch of. the Office “of” the 
Controller, evaluated the two vendors’ 
products on the basis of the written 
submissions and on-site demonstrations. 
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The Library developed a special business 
case outlining why a new library operations 
system is necessary and detailing the major 
benefits to Members; this document was 
presented to the Board of Internal Economy 
in support of the Library’s request for 
special funding in the 1992/93 Estimates. 
As of the end of the 1991/92 fiscal year, the 
Board had yet not dealt with the Library’s 
Estimates. If funding for a new system is 
approved, a vendor will then be chosen. If 
funding is not forthcoming, it is highly 
probable that the Library will need to 
expend significant amounts of money merely 
to keep the Geac System operational with no 
additional functionality, processing speed, 
database capacity or connectivity. 


Management Advisory Committee 


The Management Advisory Committee 
(MAC), established by the Board of Internal 
Economy in December 1987, held 21 
meetings during the 1991/92 fiscal year. 
The Committee, which consists of the 
Speaker “ex-officio, the: = Clerks onthe 
Legislative Assembly as Chair, the 
Executive Director of the Legislative 
Library, the Controller and the Executive 
Director “of Assembly ~~ Services; "is 
responsible for reviewing all matters relating 
to the Office of the Assembly and for 
making reports and recommendations to the 
Board. Topics dealt with by MAC included 
an Office of the Assembly Management 
Compensation Plan, space allocation in the 


Whitney Block, a management and 
supervisory development program, the 
Cooperative Student Program, the 
Legislative Internship Program, a_ joint 


health and safety committee, restrictions on 
employees’ political activities and 
employment equity. 


Ontario Government Libraries Council 


Once again a number of Library staff took 
an active part in the work of the Ontario 
~ Government Libraries Council, an umbrella 

Organization which brings together 
representatives from over 60 libraries to 
discuss matters of common interest and 
concern. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director, began a term as one of four 
Directors of the Council. Karen Wierucki, 
Assistant Director of the Information and 
Reference Services Branch, facilitated the 
round table on "Value Added Services" held 
on 30 May 1991. Reference Librarian Rick 
Sage was a member of the Directory 
Committee, while his colleagues, Carolyn 
Barnes and Aileen Weir, presented a 
seminar on "Ontario Parliamentary Papers" 
on 25 October 1991. Donna Burton, Acting 
Manager of the Press Clipping Service, was 
a member of the Union List Committee. 
Pamela Stoksik, Director of the Technical 
Services and Systems Branch, served on the 
Professional Standards Committee, and 
Sandra Craig, Cataloguing Librarian, sat on 
the Continuing Education Committee. Linda 
Reid, Manager of the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service, was a member of the 
Council and chaired its Ad Hoc Committee 
on Membership. This Committee prepared 
guidelines for Council membership and for 
a Standing Membership Committee. Both 
sets of guidelines were approved in March 
1997, 


Association of Parliamentary Librarians 


The Association of Parliamentary Librarians 
in Canada/L’ Association des bibliothécaires 
parlementaires au Canada was founded at 
Queen's Park;- Toronto, in 1975: ‘The 
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principal objectives of the Association are to 
improve parliamentary library service in 
Canada, to foster communication among 
members on matters of mutual interest, to 
identify issues requiring research and to 
encourage cooperation with related 
parliamentary officials and organizations. 


The Association held its annual one-day 
business meeting on 1 June 1991 in 
Montreal in conjunction with the annual 
conference of the Canadian Library 
Association. Brian Land, Executive 
Director, represented the Ontario Legislative 
Library. The Association’s annual statistical 
Survey of Parliamentary Libraries was again 
conducted by Wyley Powell, Executive 
Assistant to the Executive Director, and 
Monique Moore, Administrative Assistant. 


200th Anniversary of First Parliament 


During the year, the Legislative Library 
prepared and published four books to mark 
the 200th anniversary of the first session of 
the first Parliament of Upper Canada which 
took place at Newark (now Niagara-on-the- 
Bake Onesie seprembera L792) Glare cA: 
Dale, a contract employee of the Legislative 
Research Service, wrote "Whose Servant I 
Am," a collection of brief biographies of 
Speakers of the Assemblies of the Provinces 
of Upper Canada, Canada and Ontario, from 
1792.to 1992. The Library also contracted 
for the services of Debra Forman, a former 
member of the Information and Reference 
Services Branch, to compile and edit volume 
4 of her reference work entitled Legislators 
and Legislatures of Ontario, which covers 
the period from 1984 to 1991. Richard 
Sage and Aileen Weir, reference librarians, 
compiled and edited Select Committees of 
the Assemblies of the Provinces of Upper 
Canada, Canada and Ontario, 1792 to 


1991: A Checklist of Reports. Dawna 
Petsche-Wark, reference librarian, and 
Catherine Johnson, at the time a graduate 
student in library and information science, 
compiled and edited Royal Commissions and 
Commissions of Inquiry for the Provinces of 
Upper Canada, Canada and Ontario, 1792 
to 1991: A Checklist of Reports. These 
publications represent many hours of 
painstaking work by the compilers and will 
be of great interest to historians, political 
scientists, teachers, librarians and other 
researchers. Work also continued on the 
history of the Legislative Library, expected 
to be published next. year. 


Brian Land, Executive Director, initiated 
and coordinated a project which resulted in 
the hanging of 33 portraits of Speakers from 
the pre-Confederation period on the walls of 
the Legislative Building at Queen’s Park on 
4 March 1992. The original portraits, most 
of which were painted in the 1850s and 
1860s by Théophile Hamel, a noted Quebec 
artist of the period, are in the possession of 
the Senate and the House of Commons of 
Canada. The Queen’s Park copies, each of 
which measures three by four feet, are 
colour photographs on canvas reproduced 
from colour transparencies supplied by the 
Documentary Art and Photography Division 
of the National Archives of Canada with the 
permission of Colonel Jean Doré, Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod of the Senate, and 
the Hon. John Fraser, Speaker of the House 
of Commons. The photography, laminating 
and mounting were done by Colour Prints 
Corporation, the framing by Neil McNeill 
Frameworks and the plaques by Kunz 
Trophies and Prizes Ltd., all of Toronto. 
Fern Bayer, Chief Curator, Government of 
Ontario Art Collection, arranged the hanging 
in conjunction with Karyn Leonard, Director 
of Interparliamentary and Public Relations at 
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the Office of the Assembly. The project 
was carried out with the approval of the 


Speaker and Management Advisory 
Committee to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the first provincial 


Parliament. 
Staffing and Organization 


For administrative purposes, the Executive 
Director of the Legislative Library reports 
to the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly. 
(See Appendix 1.) The annual Estimates of 
the Legislative Library are submitted in the © 
first instance to the Management Advisory 
Committee and then to the Board of Internal 
Economy for review and - approval. 
Subsequently, the Library’s Estimates, along — 
with those of other divisions of the Office of - 
the Assembly, may be referred to the 
Standing Committee on. the Legislative 
Assembly for review and approval before 
being submitted to the House for final 
approval. i 


An organization chart of the Legislative 
Library appears in Appendix 2 and a staff 
roster in Appendix 15. As of 31 March 
1992, the number of full-time complement 
positions was 92, distributed as follows: 
Office of the Executive Director - 5; 
Information and Reference Services - 28; 
Press Clipping Service - 8; Legislative 
Research Service -- 21; Collections 
Development - 4; Technical Services and 
Systems - 22; Checklist and Catalogue 
Service - 4. There was also one part-time 
complement position in Information and 
Reference Services. In addition, the Library 
had six full-time or part-time unclassified 
contract positions, seven full-time summer 
Student positions, 11 students who worked 
part-time during the fall of 1991 and spring 
of 1992 and one full-time co-op student in 


the fall of 1991. 
Staff Development 


During the year under review, the Library 
was represented at several conferences of 
library and library-related associations. 
These conferences enabled staff to attend 
sessions of particular interest and relevance 
to the Library, to share information, ideas 
and concerns with colleagues from other 
libraries and institutions and to contribute to 
furthering the objectives of the respective 
associations. 


Some 46 staff members attended 
conferences, continuing education 
workshops and seminars aimed at providing 
job enrichment and furthering personal 
development. The. majority of these 
sessions were held in Metropolitan Toronto. 
The topics presented included computers in 
libraries, information science, issues in 
library management, library acquisitions and 
budgets, public accounts, business writing 
‘skills, speed reading, 
administrative effectiveness and government 
finance and accounting. 


Management Development Program 


Three Library staff at the management level 
and 11 at the supervisory level participated 
in a major four-part training initiative 
commissioned by the Management Advisory 
Committee and coordinated by the 
Assembly’s Human Resources Branch. The 
first cycle of this Management Development 
program began in November 1991 and 
ended in March 1992; it will be repeated in 
1992/93 to enable additional staff to 
participate. The seminars dealt with four 
topics which had earlier been identified in a 
needs. analysis conducted by the Human 


filing, increasing: 
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Resources Branch: Effective Leadership; 
Managing and Motivating People; Managing 
Change; and Crisis and Conflict in the 
Workplace. The facilitators were Mary Ann 
MUCVete andes ie Orie gs 1 oF 
Archer/Henderson and Associates, Toronto. 
Staff reaction and feedback were largely 
positive especially since the seminars had 
been tailored to -the specific needs of 
Assembly staff. 


Staff Activities 


As in past years, Legislative Library staff 
took an active part in the work of the Office 
of the Assembly and of library and research- 
related organizations. 


Brian Land, Executive Director, continued 


to serve as a member of the Management 
Advisory Committee of the Office of the 
Assembly. With the permission of the 
Speaker, he served on the Audit Advisory 
Committee for the Auditor General of 
Canada’s Comprehensive Audit of the 
Library of Parliament, Ottawa, whose report 
was published in November 1991. On 3 
April and on 5 December 1991, he gave a 
special lecture to students at the Faculty of. 
Library and Information Science of the 
University of Toronto on "Freedom of 
Information in Canada." On 30 May. 1991, 
he was keynote speaker on "Library 
Services in the ’90s" at “Information in 
Action ’91," a one-day workshop sponsored 
by the Ontario Government Libraries 
Council. On 3 June 1991, he was presented 
with the CASLIS Award for Special 
Librarianship in Canada 1991 by the 
Canadian Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Services and, on 21 
February 1992, he was named winner of the 
OCULA Merit Award 1992 by the Ontario 
College and University Library Association. 


In May 1991, Wyley Powell, Executive 
Assistant to the Executive Director and 
Coordinator of French Language Services 
for the Office of the Assembly, at the 
invitation of the conference organizing 
committee and with permission from the 
Speaker, attended the IDT 91 («Information, 
documentation et transfert. des 
connaissances») conference in Bordeaux, 
France, an international gathering of library 
and information specialists. 


Mary Dickerson, Deputy Executive Director 
and Director of Information and Reference 
Services, continued to serve on the Manual 
of Administration Revision Subcommittee of 
the Management Advisory Committee. In 
addition, she continued as a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Special Libraries 
Association, sat on that 
Finance Committee and chaired its 
President’s Commission on Professional 
Recruitment, Ethics and _~ Professional 
Standards. She also participated as a 
member of the Office of the Assembly 
Management Compensation Plan Committee. 
On 25 September 1991, she was a guest 
panelist on "Careers for Library 
Technicians" at a meeting of the Toronto 
Area Library Technicians Association. On 
17 October 1991, she was guest speaker on 
"Strategic Planning" at a meeting of the 
Toronto Chapter of the Special Libraries 
Association. She also addressed the topic 
"Personnel Issues in Special Libraries" as 
guest lecturer on 2 March 1992 in the 
Special Libraries course given at the Faculty 
of Library and Information Science, 
University of Toronto. 


Other staff in the Information and Reference 
Services Branch were also active. In June 
1991, Karen Wierucki completed her three- 
year term as Director of the Canadian 


organization’s 
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Association of Library and Information 
Services. She was also a member of the 
Canadian Library Association’s Resolutions 
Committee and served as Archivist of the 
Special Libraries Association, .Toronto 
Chapter. Donna Burton was a Director of 
the Toronto Chapter of the Canadian 
Association of Library and Information 
Services, aS were Fiona Watson and Aileen 
Weir. Aileen also sat on the Continuing 
Education Advisory Committee of the 
Faculty of Library and Information Science, 
University of Toronto, and represented the 
Legislative Library on the Metro Libraries 
Document Resource Sharing Committee. 
Rick Sage was President Elect in 1991/92 of | 
the Canadian Association of Library and 
Information Services; in addition, he was a 
guest panelist on "Educating the Profession" 
at a meeting of the Special Libraries 
Association, Toronto Chapter, on 20 
November 1991. Carolyn Barnes 
participated as a member of the Office of 
the Assembly management team responsible 
for conducting an organizational review of 
the Hansard Reporting Service. She also 
served on the Publishers’ Liaison Committee 
of the Toronto Association of Law Libraries 
and, on 15 January 1992, gave a seminar for 
that organization on “Updating Ontario 
Statutes.".
